Plan for 66 condos 
passes another test 


NEWTON — The Conservation 
Commission Thursday night approv- 
ed matters within its jurisdiction for 
the Murley Farm development and 
ped bad Chestnut Hill develop- 

The Murley Farm development of 
66 condominium attached houses has 
already been approved by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The Chestnut Hill Country Club pro- 
posal for development of some of the 
property in order to save the rest as 
open space has a distance to go before 
receiving board approval. 

The Green Company and its soil and 
water experts assured the commis- 
sion that the wetland on the Murley 
land will store enough runoff to pre- 
vent flooding of any nearby property 
and that nothing will be done to the 
land to reduce that capacity. 

In fact, according to Gary Hollands, 
Green's environmental expert, the 


storage capacity will be enhanced by 
a dam in the stream outlet of the 
wetland. 

The small dam will assure that 
there is no increase in the runoff rate 
of rainwater and will help provide a 
slow release of water during dry 


riods. 
Conservation Commission member 
Richard Staley was concerned about 


access to the conservation easement 
that will encompass all the wetland 
and a border around the whole pro- 
perty, about 10 acres all told. 

There will not be public access, 
because the whole property will be 
under the control of the condominium 
association and there would be a ques- 
tion of liability, Alan Green said, but 
Staley could get permission to take 
his environmental science program 
onto the site for study. 

The Barkan Properties-Newton 
Commonwealth Improvement Corp. 
plans for the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club include filling of the land off 
Kenrick Street, reshaping some of the 
ponds, and building a clubhouse and 
parking lot near the wetlands. | 

The development plan is to build 20 
townhouses near Kenrick Street and 
40 off Algonquin Road on the other 
side of the land, preserving about 70 
acres of the 81 acres as a golf course. 

The Land Use Committee 

may complete its work with the 
Barkan-NCIC petition at its working 

meeting April 28, but so far few 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
are 

in favor of the proposal. Algonquin

The flavor of day-to-day living on 
Israel's unique agricultural settle- 
ment will be there for the sampling 
when the 32nd Celebration of Israel 
Independence Day gets underway at 
the Central Area Facility in Newton 
at the close of the Boston Jewish Com- 
munity Walkathon. 

A complete replica of a turn of the 
century kibbutz will be one of the 
day’s many offerings, and a 
guaranteed favorite for children of all 
ages.

Former Fire Chief Perkins dies 


NEWTON — Retired:Newton Fire 
Chief Frederick A. Perkins died last 
week at his home on Cape Cod and 
was buried in Newton Cemetery 
Saturday after services in Trinity 
Church, Newton Centre. 

Chief Perkins was a member of the 
Newton Fire Department for nearly 
40 years and was chief for 20 before he 
retired in 1976 at the age of 63. 

Mayor Theodore Mann called him 
“an outstanding professional who 
helped give Newton the highly 
fespected Fire Department that it 

“Under his leadership, the Fire 
Department received the highest 
rating in the United States in fire safe- 
ty," Mann said. 

“To me, he was a valued friend and 
strong leader,” Mann said. ‘His 
quality of leadership has set the style 
for excellence in firefighting.” 

Chief Perkins was named chief in 
1956 during the administration of 
Mayor Howard Whitmore Jr. He suc- 
ceeded John E. Corcoran, who had 
served as chief from 1949 to 1956. 

Born Oct, 13, 1912, Chief Perkins 


oe 5 
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graduated from Newton North High 
School and received instruction from 
the Boston University Fire College, 
the U.S. Navy firefighting and 
salvage schools, and the 
Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion extension classes. 

Appointed to the Fire Department 
in 1937, he served in the Navy during 
World War II, returned to the depart- 
mE, and became a lieutenant in 

He continued a family tradition in 
joining the Newton Fire Department. 
His father, the late Capt. Frederick A. 
Perkins, served the city for 45 years. 

During Chief Perkins’ service, 
manpower in the Fire Department 
nearly trebled from 100 firefighters in 
1937 to 275 in 1976. 


There were many “firsts” in the 
department under his leadership. His 
was the first in New England to have 
a diesel engine, Engine 3. His was the 
first department in Greater Boston to 
obtain a ‘Jaws of Life,” a tool used to 
extricate people from serious car ac- 
cidents,

His was also the first department in 
the city to receive the National Fire 
Protective Association Award for 
Fire Prevention. 


Chief Perkin’s interest in 
firefighting dated to his childhood 
when he would visit the station with 
his father, becoming what is know as 
a “red hot” spark. 

Chief Perkins was a past member of 
American Legion Post No. 48 in 
Newton.

NEWTON — In the last of three ma- 
jor announcements of Merit Scholars 
this spring, the National Merit 
Scholarship Corporation (NMSC) of 
Evanston, Illinois, has released the 
names of almost 1,900 winners of 
culeeeponeated four-year Merit 

ips. At the completion this 
25th Annual competition in 1980, more 
than 4,500 highly able students will 
win Merit Scholarships valued at 
almost §14 million. 

David L. Albert of Newton was one 
of the recipients of a Merit Scholar- 
ship. He attends Commonwealth 
School in Boston and will study 
mathematics at the University of 
Chicago next fall. 

Albert also received a ‘‘Youthgrant 
in the Humanities” from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities. He is 
a volunteer in the education depart- 
ment of Boston's Museum of Science, 
a day care center volunteer, and a 
member of his school’s chorus. 

College-sponsored Merit Scholar- 
ships are offered with the stipulation 
that the winner must attend the in- 
stitution financing the award, These 
scholarships are renewable for up to 
four years of undergraduate study but 
are not transferable to another col- 
lege or university. Winners were 

lected by officials of the sponsoring 
institution, who also computed the 
students’ financial need and deter- 
mined the individual stipends. The 
dollar amounts, which can range 
from $1,000 to $6,000 over the four col- 
lege years, are not made public since 
they are related to confidential family 
financial information. The average 
annual stipend for college— spon- 
sored scholarship winners is current- 
ly about $725, or §2,9000 for the four 
undergraduate years. 

“Colleges and universities have ad- 
ded significantly to the number of 
Merit Scholarships that can be award- 
ed enmually to the outstanding Merit 
Program Finalists since they were 
firet invited to become program spon- 


sors 18 years ago,"’ said NMSC presi- 
dent Edward C. Smith. “The number 
of scholarships that each institution is 
sponsoring in 1980 ranges from one to 
100. The total number of Merit 
Scholarships offered has grown from 
175 in 1963 to more than 1,900 being of- 
fered in 1980,” he said. 

Approximately 1.1 million high 
school students entered the current 
(1980) Merit Scholarship competition 
by taking the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test-National Merit Scholar- 
ae coaltring Test (PSAT-NMSQT) 
in October 1978, Over 18,000 public, in- 
dependent, and parochial U.S. secon- 
dary schools administered this quali- 
fying test to their junior students. 
Some 15,000 of these students — the 
highest scorers in each of the fifty 
states — were named semifinalists in 
the fall of 1979. Additional 
semifinalists are named from schools 
in the District of Columbia, U.S. in- 
dependent schools enrolling students 
from several states, U.S. com- 
monwealths and territories, and 
schools abroad that enroll U.S.

WESTWOOD — A presentation on 
the manufacturing and production 
operations of Damon Corp. will be 
given at the company’s Westwood 
plant on Thursday, May 1 beginning 
at7:30p.m.

“raw" radioactive isotope, Iodine-

receive, store and ship small amounts 
of the radioactive isotope tridium. 

About 50 households, including 
abutters and abutters of abutters, as 
well as town officials, reporters and 
the attorney for residents opposed to 

Damon's plans, have been invited to

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPI) — There are so 
many little old ladies at the casinos you'd think 
bingo — not craps — was the attraction. 


“T'll bet $5," announced a suburban-looking 
matron as she and a companion emerged from their 
charter bus, complementary lunch ticket, free 
Susan B. Anthony dollars and salt water taffy in 
hand. “If I win, I'll stretch it to $10.” 


“T once saw a man put down a $10 bill — and it 
was gone just like that,” said her more 
sophisticated friend. 


“Oh my — well that’s not really very wise,” said 
the first woman, stunned into silent contemplation. 

Bus 32693 was playing it cool, being, after all, 
New Yorkers who had never met each other until 
they plunked down $15 each for the trip, taffy, buf- 
fet and three silver dollars. 


“You want to have fun, go to a movie," said Leo, 
who wore a green checked suit and an American 
flag on his lapel. ‘This is serious business.” 


Computers help 
the whole family 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Within a very few years it 
could be difficult to make a living unless you can 
work at a cathode ray video display terminal and 
color graphic home computers could give tomor- 
row's workforce a head start. 

A lot of parents are willing to pay from $450 to 
$2,000 for a free-standing computer with a VDT 
(also called a CRT) and keyboard to be used in the 
home, says Peter J. Curnin, president of Intelligent 
Systems Corp. of Atlanta. 

ISC makes small computers for business and a 
series of Compucolor household computers. 

“There are fewer than a dozen companies mak- 
ing household computers with standard-size display 
terminals,” Curnin said. ‘(Perhaps five have 
substantial sales, but the sales gains of the suc- 
cessful companies are phenomenal — up to 200 per- 
cent a year.” 

ISC says it has an estimated 28 percent market 
share. The firm’s sales have grown from $60,000 in 
1975 to $4 million in 1978 and an estimated $15 
million for fiscal 1979. 

“Taking a guess, I would say overall industry 
sales could reach $500 million a year,” Curnin said. 

While the home ‘computer is not an item that’s 
desperately needed, it’s no mere toy or status sym- 
bol either, Curnin said. Its potential for life enrich- 
ment and for learning is enormous and just starting 
to be realized. 

Some companies selling home computers em- 

hasize their usefulness for household and small 

usiness accounting. Compucolor does that too, but 
Curnin, who came to ISC recently after 23 years 
with International Business Machines Corp., says 
that’s being stressed too much. 

More emphasis should be put on the level of 
sophisticated cultural, educational and recrea- 
ional ie the home computer gives the family, 

e 


The home computer can familiarize children as 

young as six with the basic principles of the com- 
puter and VDT, which are fast becoming both the 
communicating and calculating tool of commerce, 
tnastry; science, education and even the arts,” he 
said. 
In addition it is a fascinating game-playing 
device. This is particularly true of the color display 
terminals, which can be used not only to play a wide 
variety of programmed games but for creative ar- 
tistic designs. 4 

Curnin said he discovered recently by accident 
that the home computer can offer real help to 
children who don’t take readily to reading or to 
drawing with their hands. 

“The dyslexic child who can’t draw a cube or 
write figures or letters on the blackboard can ac- 
curately punch keys and do as well as the normal 
child on the home computer’s VDT.” 

Children who don’t have a learning disability but 
are slow in the classroom may do much better on 
the home computer tube, Curnin said, because they 
can proceed at their own speed. The youngster feels 
freer to exercise his or her imagination than would 
be the case in the classroom and will work harder.

News Briefs 


County position reaffirmed 


Despite threats of a suit by Middlesex County Treasurer Rocco An- 
tonelli, the Newton Board of Aldermen Monday voted again not to pay 
its county assessment. 

By a vote of 18-4, aldermen. voted not to pay $664,000 due May 1 until 
cecouaty commissioners submit a report of expenditures in fiscal 


Two weeks ago, Antonelli sent Newton a bill for past due 
eee totalling $1.2 million and threatened to sue Newton to get 
money. 
Ald. Wendell Bauckman, Bruce Carmichael, James Miller and Ethel 
Sheehan voted against withholding the money. 


St. John of Damascus 


The fate of plans by St. John of Damascus Church to relocate on 
Dudley Road in Newton Centre will be taken up by the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee again on June 3. 

While the city government cannot legally prohibit a church from 
building, there is concern over the fact there is already a church on 
Dudley Road, a narrow street that deadends into Rte. 9. 

The Newton Law Department is exploring whether or not the church 
plans constitute an ‘“‘overuse” of the land. 


Auburndale Yard reuse 


Neighbors in West Newton would like to see the vacant Auburndale 
City Yard used as housing, they told a recent public hearing. 

Fate of the abandoned city yard hinges on a report being prepared on 
better deployment of Public Works forces currently using the Elliot, 
ae Watertown and Crescent streets and Rumford Avenue city 
facilities, 

The report on Public Works deployment should be ready in June. 


Mileage meters for police 


The Newton Police Department is planning to purchase four fuel 
meters which measure the amount of gasoline being used at any given 
time in a cruiser. z 

The meters can be used to check fuel efficiency and click off each 
time a spoonful of gas is used. 

The meters cost about $500 each and are being purchased with extra 
funds budgeted for meters on the department's gas pumps.

Drinan‘s departure from office 
shocks, stuns local supporters

NEWTON — Anita Greenbaum 
recalls how it all started 10 years ago 
at a meeting of the once-powerful, 
now defunct Newton Coalition for 
New Politicas (NCNP). 

Coalition members, infuriated and 
frustrated by the continuing war in 
Vietnam, were discussing who they 
could find to run for Congress as an 
anti-war candidate. 

Someone suggested Father Robert 
Drinan, dean of the Boston College 
Law School. Others figured he was a 
‘Tong-shot” to accept the bid and 
knew he'd have to get permission to 
run from the Jesuits. 

They asked him, and he got permis- 


sion. 
The NCNP meeting was followed by 
a caucus of Democrats. Drinan was 
vying with John Kerry, a Vietnam 
veteran and member of Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War, for the 
support of the caucus. 
After three ballots, Drinan won the 
support and with the help of a then 
jown John Martilla and an army

of Newton supporters, won the elec- 
tion too. 

“The main thing about this is that 
the citizens asked him to run’ “ Mrs. 
Greenbaum noted. “I don’t think he 
would have done it himself.” 

Invitations are in the mail to what 
was to have been a 10th anniversary 
party and campaign kick-off for the 
five-term congressman Saturday 
night. 

The party is still on, but its tenor 
has changed to a gathering of people 
shaken and angered by Congressman 
Drinan’s abrupt removal from 
politics. 

“We're losing the best congressman 
in the country, you know,” Anita 
Greenbaum said matter-of-factly. 

“But we're not going to abandon 
him just because he'll be out of of- 
fice,” she continued. ‘‘He’s not just 
another congressman.” 

“This decision by Pope John Paul II 
sets ecumenism back in the Fourth 
Congressional District about as far as 
you can set it back,” Harry Crosby, a 
long-time Newton liberal activist and 
Drinan campaigner said in an inter- 


view Tuesday night. 

While Drinan and others have 
denied it, Crosby feels the ‘‘Right-to- 
Life” people, who have run can- 
didates in opposition to Drinan in 
every election and lost, finally found a 
way todo him in. 

He also described the con- 
gressman’s obedience tu ‘he dictates 
of his church ‘‘an eloquent testimony 
to discipline.” 

Dorothy Reichard, a former School 
Committeewoman and district direc- 
tor of Congressman Drinan’s office in 
Waltham, bears the burden of carry- 
Ing on with the district’s business. 

The congressman called her Satur- 
day, she recalled, to tell her he had 
“sad news” for her. 

“Tt was a real shock,” she said 
about learning he could not run again. 
“T called a staff meeting on Sunday so 
that everyone would know before the 
press conference Monday.” 

“T went to work on Tuesday and I 
thought it would be okay,” she said. 
“The first person I met in the hall 
said, ‘I'm so sorry,’ and it just started 
all over again.”

Mrs. Reichard said the office has 
received hundreds of what amount to 
condolence calls and very few asking 
for constitutent services.

School 


Racism 
Report 
Unveiled 


NEWTON — The Newton School 
Committee has released the first half 
of a report on school system response 
to racism, a 77-page compilation of 
educational material that fosters 
positive racial images. 

Not included in the report is an 
assessment of material in the system 
that may foster negative racial im- 
ages despite the fact the study was 
prompted in January by complaints 
on the use of: a film called “The 
Hunters” at Newton North. 

Norman Colb, assistant superinten- 
dent for program, said identifying ob- 
solete educational material was not 
the purpose of the review. 

Library Coordinator David Whiting 
said he did not doubt there is obsolete 
material on the shelves in the schools, 
but he said it is difficult to a obtain ap- 
propriate material. 

Availability of material does not 
seem to be the problem, according to 
the report, but how it is used may be. 

The second part of the report, due in 
October, will focus on materials, 
teaching techniques and activities in 
use that promote positive racial im- 
ages. 

Underlying the discussion in 
January was a jurisdictional dispute 
between Social Studies and Black 
Studies over the movie. 

At a recent School Committee 
meeting, the dispute came up again 
with some committee members ques- 
tioning whether school and individual 
teacher autonomy to select materials 
should be subservient to a citywide 
program to develop positive racial at- 
titudes. 

Race awareness has been fostered 
in some areas that have limited im- 
pact on curriculum, School Conmit- 
eovoman Katherine Jones maintain- 


Black Studies, she pointed out, were 
developed to ‘‘mesh with an existing 
curriculum.” 

Colb commented that there are two 
approaches to the problem: depict 
blacks day by day in a variety of roles 
and life situations as part of 
classwork, or teach in a way that 
deals head-on with racism. 

“The first solution is preferable,” 
Colb said. 


Mayor mulling country club purchase 


NEWTON — A resolution asking 
Mayor Theodore Mann to authorize a 
$700,000 bond issue to purchase the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club has been 
sent to the Planning Department for 
review, Mann said Tuesday. 

The Board of Aldermen voted 22-0 
Monday to ask the mayor to authorize 
the bond issue, and Mann said their 
act the action was a ‘“disappoint- 
ment.” 

‘Tm inted because I 
thought we had this worked out to the 
point where sufficient units 
would be built to take care of the cost 
of acquisition of the golf course,” 
Mann said. 

“This (the resolution) is not as good 
a deal for the city as the one J 
negotiated, but it has to be con- 
sidered—provided the abutters comp- 


ly with the betterment: district,” 
Mann said. 

More than 71 of the a 81-acre course 
could be purchased by the city for use 
as a public, 18-hole golf course at less 
than 75 cents per square foot. 


The state Office of Environmental 
Affairs will reimburse the city 
$125,000 in federal funds toward the 
purchase of the land as open space. 

The hetterment assessment 
onsnearby properties would generate 
$200,000 over a 20-year period, but 
Mann wants the 50 abutters who 
would be assessed to agree to the ad- 
ditional assessment first. 

The remaining 10 acres of land 
would go to Barkan Properties for 
development of luxury townhouses. 

The townhouse development at a 


minimum sale price of $175,000 per 
unit is expected, in turn, to generate 
about $200,000 annually in taxes which 
would offset the initial capital outlay 
by the city. The city could also 
Tecover about $186,000 in back taxes 
ate ) from the Chestnut Hill Country 
lub. 

The country club was sold at auc- 
tion in April 1979 to a group of 
neighbors who put up a $50,000 
downpayment. The fai Chestnut 
Hil) Country Club had been a target 
for large-scale development pro- 
posals prior to its acquisition by the 
neighbors who want it preserved as 
open space. 

At the time of purchase, there was 
to be no city money involved in saving 
the land, 

Neighbors originally advanced a 


plan for city ownership of the public 
golf coursed that was to be paid for by 
state and federal funds. 

The funding fell through. 

Then came the proposal to sell 10 
acres of the land for development of 
60 townhouses to pay the price of ac- 
quisition. 

Barkan Properties intended 40 
townhouses off Algonquin Road and 20 
off Kenrick Street. When Algonquin 
Road abutters objected en masse to 40 
townhouses, this plan fell through. 


The city's portion, at this point, rose 
from $0 to $475,000. 

A plan to assess abutters and near- 
abutters for the proposed betterment 
district was pared down to abutters 
muy and the city's contribution rose 
again.

BOSTON — State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) has inserted 
two amendments in the 198] budget, 
both of which have been accepted by 
the House of Representatives. 

The first of these amendments 
assures timely payments by the 
Department of Public Welfare to in- 
dependent living centers for the provi- 
Sion of and payment for personal care 
attendant services, 

The other amendment increases the 
financial eligibility limits for home 
care services by a percentage équal 
to the percentage increase in federal 
Social Security benefits for fiscal year 
1981 not to exceed 14.4 percent. 

“T have been trying over the past 
two months to increase public 
awareness of the fact that many 
disabled persons are suffering ex- 
treme hardship from delays in pro- 
cessing payments due them from the 
Welfare Department,” Mofenson 
said. “At present, independent living 
centers which serve disabled persons 
are unable to pay personal care atten- 
dants (PCAs) on a regular schedule 
because they themselves are ex- 
periencing 10-to 17-week delays in 
Teceiving money due them. As 
dedicated as most PCAs are, they 
simply cannot remain in jobs in which 
they must go for months without pay. 
Loss of these PCAs threatens disabled 
persons who are presently produc- 
tive, contributing members of society 
with the specter of re 
institutionalization. I believe this 
would be tragic for both the handicap- 
ped individuals involved and for the 
society as a whole.” 

The homemaker amendment for 
which Rep. Mofenson received sup- 
port in the House is, according to the 
Newton lawmaker,” just as urgently 
needed, because without it many 
elderly persons now provided with 
essential home care services will 
become ineligible for homecare pro- 
grams when their Social Security 
benefits are increased in July.”

Carter must be sorely tempted to pre- 
empt a position opponent Ted Kennedy is 
so stridently exploiting in his barnstorm- 
ing.

Inflation, more than the recurring 
foreign crises, is the principal concern of 
the American people. They find 
themselves threatened by constantly ris- 
ing prices which shrink the dollar and the 
effects of a deepening recession they fear 
could plunge into depression. 




































































Stagflation is what they have labeled the 
continuance of high prices in a period 
when recessicnary factors are being 
recorded. These past few weeks made it 
painfully evident the recession is here. Job 
cutbacks have been severe in the auto in- 
dustry and housing is at a new low. 
Widepread shutdowns will take place in 
other industries as the market contracts. 
That the economy is in reverse gear could 
be seen from the gradual reduction, at 
ee the prime rate from its 20 per cent 
peak. 










































































_Declining interest rates are on the bright 
side certainly. A real question to middle 
America is whether an 18 per cent annual 
inflation surge can be halted and a steady 
reduetisn in the consumer prices take 
place. 

















While administration spokesmen talk 
wishfully of a mild, short-lived recession, 
financial analysts who look for a deep, long 
period of Peadjustment are said by the 
Wall St. Journal to be in the majority. 
































Nevertheless, can there be any justifica- 
tion for wage-price controls apart from the 
desire on Mr. Carter’s part to salvage a 
beleaguered campaign for re-election? 


He has only to look back within a decade 
when Richard Nixon did so in 197] and ex- 
tended the controls later to brighten the 
economic outlook in advance of the 1972 
election. Not ail economists disagreed with 
the action. 


The later judgment was that it had been 
so bad!y managed it sowed seeds for the 
deepest recession since World War II. 
More than this, it proved only a temporary 
check on inflation and set the stage for the 
overblown economy now engulfing Jimmy 
Carter and the rest of us. 
















































































Nothing the Carter administration has 
done so far in its wage-price restraint ef- 
fort is encouraging enough to convince us 
it would carry out the procedures and 
discipline needed to make controls work. 















































Its inability to achieve anything substan- 
tial in voluntary compliance with 
established guidelines has to be a reason 
why we’re in so much trouble.

My Turn

J. Wesley Kimball has just begun his first term as 
mayor of Newton. Henry M. and Frank H. Burt are 
the editors of the Newton Graphic, located in the 
“Post Office Block” on Centre Street in Newton 
Centre. 

The names Hyde, Carter, Mason, Rice, Pomroy, 
Cousens, Farlow, Kingsbury, Pulsifer, Burr figure 
prominently in the week’s news. 

Welcome to Newton, Mass., as it was in 1884’ 
described in the pages of this newspaper. 

I've always enjoyed the infrequent opportunities 
I’ve had to see issues of the Graphic from years 
ago. The newspaper as chronicle of everyday life 
provides insights no history book can match. 

Each name you see and location mentioned leads 
you to try and visualize what Newton looked like at 
the time. 

Recently, City Archivist Priscilla Ritter rescued 
bound copies of the Newton Graphic from the 
library trash heap (the library's got them all on 
microfilm) and took them to City Hall for storage. 

Presented with this golden opportunity, and with 
the help of City Clerk Edward English, I found the 
oldest volume I could. It turned out to be 1884, 
almost 100 years ago. 

The Pomroy House, Cousens Fund, Farlow Park, 
Mason-Rice School, Hyde School and Burr Park all 
come alive in the pages of the 1884 Newton Graphic. 

It was a time when journalism tended to be blunt 
(“he dropped dead”) and prejudicial (‘James 
Sai the defaulter’’) in its coverage of day-to-day 
events, 

The Newton Graphic was already 12 years old in 
1884. It cost 5 cents on the newsstand and $2 for a 
year’s subscription. 

Its ornate, hand-drawn nameplate proclaimed it 
the repository for ‘‘news, literature and opinion.” 

News was divided by villages with ‘‘Newton” be- 
ing the most prolific. Items ran the gamut from who 








































was giving a tea to who was run over by a train. 

Page 2 was devoted to “‘literature,” and featured 
essays, short stories and ‘translations from the 
French.” 

Sermons were popular, along with an accounting 
of births, deaths, marriages, and real estate tran- 
sactions. 

One I don’t quite understand was a weekly list of 
unclaimed letters at the post office. Did everyone 
go to the post office to get their mail or was it 
delivered? 

Here is Newton as told in the pages of the May 3, 
1884 Graphic: 


Newton 

The horse of W.H. Brackett's delivery wagon left 
its driver behind at Mrs. Hart's boarding house 
Tuesday morning and ran down Washington Street, 
bringing up at Center Street crossing where it was 
stopped. No damage was done. C.A. Biscotti has 
opened his fruit store at the corner of Center and 
Washington Streets. S.F. Barker, watchmaker, has 
removed to Biscotti’s old place in Howes’ Block. 
Base ball: Thursday, Wide Awakes 44, Hawthornes 
of West Newton, 16. (I’m not quite sure they'd got- 
ten the hang of baseball at this point since most of 
the scores are like this one.) 


West Newton 
Fire caught in Nickersons's block Saturday night 
from an upset kerosene lamp. Damage was slight. 
The May Day Festival furnished a pleasant enter- 
tainment to young and old on Tuesday. A May pole 
dance, flower chorus and an exhibition by a ven- 
trilolquist were the afternoon attractions, and a 
large company danced to the music of Behr's or- 
chestra in the evening.

A Nightmare Begins Again-Drinan 


By ROBERT DRINAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Vietnam War era 
was a nightmare for all Americans, but for some 
the nightmare continues even today. 

A recent study shows that 60 percent of all Viet- 
nam veterans experienced _—_ emotional, 
psychological, drug, alcohol, or physical problems 
when they returned home. Even more disturbing is 
the fact that two-thirds of this group, 40 percent of 
all Vietnam veterans, continues to experience these 
problems. 

To address the needs of these Vietnam veterans, I 
have joined a number of other members of Con- 
gress in sponsoring the Vietnam Veterans Com- 
prehensive Readjustment and Rehabilitation Act. 
This bill would establish a new program for career 
development, advancement, and training for 
veterans, and would permit an extension of the 
cutoff date for educational benefits. 

We cannot end the trama or heal the wounds of 
the Vietnam War until these veterans, who served 
in good faith, are given an opportunity to enter the 
mainstream of American society. 

Social Security Proposal 

I recently wrote to HEW Secretary Patricia Har- 
ris to ask her not to implement a proposal under 
which government representatives would pro- 
secute cases against disabled individuals applying

for Social Security or SSI benefits. Under the pro- 
posed experiment, each time a disabled person ap- 
plied for benefits a well-prepared professional 
would tip the scales against disabled persons, and 
force them to hire attorneys that they can ill-afford. 

This week Secretary Harris responded to my let- 
ter. She has assured me that the proposal has been 
dropped, and that “we are exploring alternate 
means for improving the overall adjudicatory pro- 
cess.” I commend the secretary for abandoning 
this ill-advised proposal which would have placed 
an inequitable burden on disabled Americans. 


Preserving Wilderness 

The U.S. Forest Service has for years been 
developing a comprehensive system for America’s 
wilderness areas, a system that would leave some 
areas untouched, while opening others to commer- 
cial development. 

This carefully considered approach is now com- 
ing under fire by lumber, oil and other special in- 
terests who want large tracts of this land opened up 
immediately for large scale developnent. 

These heavily financed groups are pressuring 
congressmen to sponsor a bill that would open up 
for permanent development any forest area not 
specifically designated as “wilderness” by Con- 
Gress before January 1, 1984. Their bill would also 
in effect repeal provisions of the 1964 Wilderness 


Act which protect ‘‘primative” areas of national 
forests. 

The strong opposition of environmental groups 
such as the Sierra Club, and the growing concern of 
Members of Congress makes me confident that we 
can stop this measure if it does reach the full House. 

One third of the nation’s energy is used in its 
buildings, and much of that energy is wasted. The 
Department . of Energy (DOE) is now in the pro- 
cess of defining minimally acceptable levels of 
energy efficiency in new buildings. These so-called 
Building Energy Performance Standards (or 
BEPS), should serve to introduce changes in 
building design and technology faster than market 
forces alone could bring them. 

Unfortunately, all change is met with resistance. 
The building trades and utilities are fighting BEPS, 
but DOE’s analysis show that energy efficient 
changes in building would be beneficial not only to 
the nation, but to individual business owners. 

DOE is currently holding nationwide hearings on 
BEPS, and most of what it hears is criticism from 
the building trades. If you are concerned about our 
energy situation, I urge you to contact DOE and 
voice your support for improved energy efficiency 


in new buildings.

Davis as court space 


To the Editor: 

Recent front page news items have 
publicized the fact that the Davis 
School and the Carr School are to be 
closed. The Board of Aldermen is 
rushing headlong to sell Davis School 
to the Community Service Centers for 
the price of $75,000 to $100,000, and 
several times the statement has been 
made that no citizen has objected to 
this proposed transaction. 

Please let the record show that the 
undersigned vehemently objects. 

This is in no way intended to be an 
attack on or to in any way deprecate 
the work of the Community Service 
Centers; but before the die is cast, the 
Community Service Centers should 
make public a complete and full 
disclosure of exactly how it is going to 
occupy the three stories and gym- 
nasium invofved, whom it is going to 
serve, its exact budget for 
maintenance, staffing, heat and light, 
and above all, security. 

Who is the money coming from for 
such a vast project? What percentage 


of people will be from Newton?

does’ not have enough room. A $1.3 
million addition is proposed, and it 
has been stated that the proposed ad- 
dition will not meet the needs in the 
near future, but that it is the max- 
imum structure which can be erected 
in the physical space available. 

Banner leads have also confirmed 
that the courthouse is extremely over- 
crowded. It is impossible for person- 
nel to keep up with the work because 
of a shortage of help. Nonetheless, 
because physical space 
available, more help, there 
would be them. 

Let any? of the City of 
Newton tal down behind the 
courthouse and police station com- 
plex, and it can be easily seen that 
there is simply no place for police of- 
ficers and court personnel to park. 
The public is practically excluded 
because of lack of space. In most 






municipalities these needs, because 
they serve every citizen, become first 
priority. 

The Davis School would make an 
ideal courthouse. Newton built a $1 
million gymnasium on to it three 
years ago which it proposes to give 
away for $75,000 to $100,000 and still 
pay the balance of approximately 
$650,000 which it owes on the bonded 
indebtedness specifically for that 
building. . The gym could be con- 
verted into two courtrooms at 
minimal expense. There is room for 
at least 50 automobiles to be parked 
on the grounds, At the existing cour- 
thouse, there is a present need for the 
type of space that is available im- 
mediately. 

Conferences between clients and at- 
torneys must be held on a stand-up 
basis in the public lobby or on the 
front steps, except for one small con- 
ference room. The clerk's office 
hasn't got room for one more desk or 
one more person, although many 
more of both are needed. 

In the Probation Department each 
probation officer should have a 
private office to interview families in. 
There is no place where antagonistic 
parties can be sequestered and no 
place where persons who are giviig 
their histories can be interviewed 
privately. 

There is eiough room in the Davis 
School to comfortably house the 
District Court of Newton for many 
years to come. 

The existing courthouse would 
make an ideal addition to the Police 
Station resulting in over three times 
the space being made available that 
the $1.3 million will buy. The two 
buildings are already connected by a 
tunnel, and in future years, as expan- 
sion is needed, it could be erected bet- 
ween the two existing edifices. 

We are talking about spending §2 
million in times when we are being 
asked to tighten our belts and when 
the city budget is pared to the bone. 

The foregoing proposal would take

, legislation in order to put it into ef- 


fect. It would take some money, but 
just think of what it would accomplish 
for everybody's benefit. 

As far as community recreation is 
concerned, we would like to see 
published sometime the exact 
number of hours the Warren Junior 
High, the Franklin School, the Davis 
School and the Burr School have been 


open in the last five years in non- 
school hours for community recrea- 
tion. At the same time, it would be 
helpful to know how many citizens 
took advantage or cared whether 
these schools were open for communi- 
ty recreation or not.

BOSTON (UPI) — City Hall here looks like an il- 
lustration from ‘‘Chariots of the Gods,” an im- 
mense, inverted Mayan temple made out of white 
concrete blocksthat appears to stand only by divine 
grace. 

Yet in the building's angular shadow stands 
Faneuil Hall, a classic New England meeting hall 
under whose proper dome and weathervane the 
American Revolution was first planned by John 
Adams, Paul Revere and others. 

Boston is a city where it somehow seems ap- 
propriate to raucously cheer the Red Sox at Fen- 
way Park then wander through a hushed exhibit of 
Renaissance paintings a few blocks away at the 
Museum of Fine Arts. It is a city that for exactly 350 
years has thrived on juxtapositions of the new and 
old. 

Fittingly, City Hall will be the reception center 
for millions of tourists and natives expected to help 
celebrate the city’s summer-long 350th birthday. 

The grabbag of events scheduled for ‘Jubilee 
350” reflect the range of choice which has been 
Boston. There will be a return visit of the tall- 
masted sailing ships that entranced the nation dur- 
ing the Bicentennial, an elaborate re-creation of 
colonial Boston and & huge birthday party. 

On May 30 a fleet of some 50 tall-masted ‘‘Op- 
Sail” ships, with an escort of modern warships, will 
sail into Boston Harbor and dock. They will remain 
tied up for public tours for three days. A fireworks 
display will close the floating show and the Tall 
Ships will leave Boston June 4. 

Boston boasts numerous firsts: it was the first 
capital city founded in the United States and it 
established the first public park, the first public 
school and the first subway system. In adjoining 
Cambridge, now the home of the ‘(Harvard Lam- 
peon,’’ colonists operated the first printing press in 
the English-speaking New World. 

Jubilee organizers are not nearly as irreverant as 
students who publish the humor magazine, but they 
will go beyond the traditional Old North Church- 
Boston Tea Party, to present some offbeat stories. 

Like the notion that John Adams was the Jerry 
Rubin of his day, — that is, according to the 
organizers of ‘‘Boston’s First Light,”’ a light-and- 
sound show slated for two free presentations each 
mish from May 26 through the fall at City Hall 

jaza. 


The privately sponsored outdoor show will | 


answer such seldom-asked questions as: Why was 
Sam Adams such a-popular tax collector? Was the 
Battle of Bunker Hill fought on Bunker Hill? And if 
Paul Revere’s signals were, ‘‘One if by land and 
two if by sea,” how would he know if the British 
came both ways? 

The most complete presentation of Boston 
history, however, will be in a recreated 17th- 
century village on Boston Common, which was first 
used by early colonists as a pasture for various 
types of livestock. 

The July 19-2§:fair on the Common will offer a 
week of time-machine fantasy, complete with 
stocks and pillory, shed-like stalls and animal pens, 
all of this in the shadow of Bullfinch’s proper, gold- 
domed Statehouse. 

A bit of history that may make modern-day 
homebuyers forget the prime interest.rate and be 
thankful they don’t have to build from scratch will 
be the Fairbanks House exhibit. 

The original structure — still standing in 
Dedham after nearly 350 years of wear and altera- 
tions — is considered the oldest standing frame 
house in North America. The house will be 
“reconstructed” as part of opening celebrations for 
the village. 

Builders will actually cheat a little, constructing 
a pre-fabricated replica from plans put together by 
the Society for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities. The parts will be raised and put 
together in a demonstration of colonial craft. 


While the festival runs Sept. 12-21, historians say 
the Puritans bestowed the name Boston on Sept. 7, 
1630. 

But those who show up 14 days late will be 
rewarded anyway with a parade, an outdoor con- 
cert by the Boston Sm on the banks of the 
Charles River, and free birthday cake on the Com- 
mon, where a mass picnic is planned. 

Visitors can stop in at the reception center at City 
Hall seven days a week, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. for 
free birthday cake, information and gifts from of- 
ficial greeters. 

Also available at the center will be Jubilee 
passport booklets containing discount tickets for 
restaurants, shops and events in Boston. 

Those looking for advance information about the 
city’s inns and eateries can pick up the Official 
Guide and Chronicle for $2.50 at newsstands 
throughout New England. 5 

Travel agents will be offering a special Jubilee 
350 package covering four days and three nights of 
accomodations, tours, discount coupons and 
sight seeing information. Double occupancy rates 
for the package range from $137 to $169 per person. 

Further information on bed and board can be ob- 
tained from the Greater Boston Convention and 
Tourist Bureau, 15 State St., Boston, Mass. 02109. 
The bureau also distributes the Jubilee 350 calendar 
of events, state roadmaps and other general visitor 
information. 

The bureau recommends making plans as far 
ahead as possible, particularly for Op Sail. No in- 
ventory of hotel space has been made yet, but the 
bureau indicates reservations for the summer are 
already being made.

Portraits secretly transferred

The athenaeum had planned to set 
the portraits to the National Portrait 
Gallery last year for $5 million, say- 
ing it needed the money to keep 
operating. But the deal was cancelled 
after the’state and the city of Boston 
threatened legal action to block the 
sale

the portraits will hang in Washington 
and Boston for alternating three-year 
periods.

WATERTOWN MALL ARSENAL stRecr 
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Town meetings ended forever 
as Watertown changes over 


WATERTOWN, Mass, (UPI) — The community « 


that held this country’s first town meeting nearly 
350 years ago, making it the oldest continuous 
municipal government in the nation, voted Monday 
to abolish that forin of governance. 


By a 4-3 margin, citizens decided to replace the 
Board of Selectmen and annual town meeting with 
4 full-time government composed of a town 
Manager and nine-member council. 


The town has been running its affairs with 
Meetings since 1634, but a $30 million budget has 
made things a little more complicated than they 
were in the 17th century. 

“We made history tonight,” Charter Commis- 
sioner John Airasian said following the vote. “For 
the first time in 350 years, we gave people a choice 
in their government and they spoke.” 

Proponents claim the new government will im- 
prove efficiency oecause of its centralized nature. 
They say they hope it will reduce the town’s tax 
rate, currently the 12th highest in the 


commonwealth. 

“The campaign is old blood versus new blood,” 
said Jane Argento, chairwoman of the ‘‘Vote Yes” 
publicity campaign. 

“People who've never been involved in Water- 
town’s politics got involved in the charter,” she 
said. ‘‘They were dissatisfied and had a lot of 
energy to fight the old-time politicians.” 

Louis Andres, chairman of the charter commis- 
sion that spent 35 weeks drafting the new govern- 
ment, said only half the job was done. 

“We're looking for excellence in government. 
Voters have put their trust in us and have accepted 
a radical change,” he said. ‘We can’t let them 
down. Our next step is to make sure the council 
election draws excellent candidates.” 

The town’s approximately 20,000 registered 
voters will cast ballots next March in their first 
council election. 

About 46 percent of the voters participated in 
Monday's referendum — nearly double that of an 
average municipal election turnout. 


Brattle Book reopens Friday

friends from across the country, owner George 
Gloss said Monday. 

The Boston landmark has been relocated at 25

Mayor Kevin White will lead a group of authors, 
journalists, librarians and public officials in 
welcome back ceremonies for America’s oldest 
continuously operating antiquarian bookstore. 

Gloss vowed to “rise out of the ashes like the 
Phoenix” when fire leveled the original bookshop 
Feb. 2. More than 40,000 books were destroyed, in- 
cluding an original set of Charles Dickens’ 
Christmas stories, Gloss said.

The printers belong to Boston 
Typographical Union 13. Some 
news writers also joined the strike 
as did union pressmen and mailers, 

Initially some of the newspapers 
were delivered late. Massey said: 
“We ask our subscribers not to 
blame their carriers. The carriers 
were in no way responsible for the 
late papers.“

State takeover 
of country parole 


system proposed 


BOSTON — “Governor King's pro- 
posal to provide for a state takeover 
of the county parole system would 
rectify the inefficiency “aused by the 
existence of two separate parole 
systems in the Commonwealth,” 
State Rep. David J, Mofenson, chair- 
man of the Legislature's Human Ser- 
vices Committee, and sponsor of a 
similar proposal (H. 4320) which 
recently passed the House, said this 
week. 

“Under the current law,’ according 
to Mofenson, “the Massachusetts 
Parole Board has jurisdiction over all 
prisoners in state correctional institu- 
tions, as well as all prisoners in coun- 
ty jails and houses of correction who 
have been sentenced by the Superior 
Court or who have sentences of one 
year or more. The parole of all other 
inmates of jails and houses of correc- 
tion is the responsibility of the county 
commissioners.” 

“The governor's parole proposal,” 
said Mofenson, ‘‘is a fair one and 
represents a positive step forward in 
our attempts to construct a more 
equitable and effective criminal 
justice system.

Davis school okay 
for service center 


WEST NEWTON — The former 
Davis School in West Newton is about 
to be recycled. 

The Board of Aldermen last week 
approved a plan that would see the va- 
cant elementary school sold to 
Newton Community Service Centers 
Inc. for $225,000. The Service Centers 
(NCSC) will pay an initial $100,000 
under the plan and make payrnents of 
$5000 a year for the next 29 years. 


All the details of the sale rest with 
Mayor Theodore Mann. By ordinance, 
aldermanic committees only choose a 
future use for the building and set a 
miniumum sale price. 


The agreement between the 
Finance Committee and the NCSC 
calls for the sale of NCSC property on 
Cherry Street, where the center is 
now located, and the Pornruy House in 
Newton Corner,which it also owns, 
within three years for an aggzegate 
sale price of not less than $350,000. 

If the sale price exceeds that figure, 
the city would be paid the first $60,000 
over it. 

The city will retain 1600 square feet 


in the school now occupied by Com- 
munity Schools without paying rent, 
although utility and maintenance 
costs will be shared. 

The building will also continue to be 
used as a polling place. It currently 
serves two West Newton precincts. 


The Police Department would also 
be allowed to use the gym at the 
school at no charge. 

NCSC has agreed to sell the Cherry 
Street building and the Pomroy House 
to buyers who will pay property taxes 
to the city and has agreed to a facade 
easement and open space and demoli- 
tion restrictions on Pomroy House. 


According to the agreement, the ci- 
ty will have the right of first refusal if 
the school is sold or leased, and NCSC 
has agreed to pay to the city a wind- 
fall profit from sale of the school. 


NCSC has also agreed to permit the 
city to impose zoning controls in the 
event the school is sold to a non-profit 
purchaser. 

Space in the building not needed by 
NCSC will be offered to the city for 
rental at commercial rates.

$82.5 million budget approved 


NEWTON — An $82.5 million budget 
for the next fiscal year was approved 
by the Board of Aldermen Thursday 
after almost $84,000 was cut from the 
mayor's request. 

Of the amount approved, $1.6 
million is placed in budget reserve 
which means the money can't be ex- 
pended without aldermanic approval. 

The figure voted by the board 
represents the amount of money to be 
raised through a tax levy; the gross 
budget for the year is $83.9 million. 

The budget is about $500,000 below 
the state mandated budget cap ot 104 
percent of the prior year's expen- 
ditures, 


Comptroller Lawrence Marino said 
the the city’s actual leeway under the 
tax cap will not be known until end of 
the year’s calculation on June 30. He 
said the increase over this year’s ex- 
penditures maybe about 3.2 percent. 


But some aldermen believe the 
board this year, for the first time, will 
have to vote by a two-thirds margin to 
exceed the budget cap. 

The final figure was approved on a 
20-1 vote with aldermen Terry Morris, 
Paul Daley and Ernest Dietz absent. 


Lone dissenter Mark White said he 
voted against the budget because it is 
underfunded, and does not present a 


valid representation of the city's 
financial position for the coming year. 
He singled out salary and fuel ac- 
counts 

The criticism White leveled at 
Mayor Theodore Mann's appropria- 
tion requests is the same criticism 
Mann made of the school budget 
which was included in the board's 
vote. 

It is not known what kind of ar- 
rangement the mayor and school of- 
ficials have made for salary increases 


It appears municipal calculations 
may have set aside an amount for 
raises of three or four percent. Some 


city unions have been offered 4 per- 
cent. 


If raises of five to seven percent are 

finally negotiated a supplemental 
budget request will be necessary and 
a vote to exceed the budget cap is a 
possibility. 
Unlike salary accounts setting money 
aside is clearly a guessing game. In 
recent years the cost of fuel has far 
outpaced the most generous budget 
estimates. This year the school 
department and major municipal 
departments have required sup- 
plemental appropriations and 
transfers to cover fuel costs. 


Pizzeria for Polcari depends on parking 


NEWTON—Upper Falls residents 
sought assurances at a public hearing 
Tuesday that a proposed Pettee 
Square restaurant will have adequate 
parking. 

Boston restauranteur John Polcari 
Jr. hopes to open a “pizzeria” in the 
long vacant building on southwest 
corner of the Chestnut-Oak St. in- 
trsection. 

The plan is closely tied to redevlop- 
ment efforts in the square, and 
Polcari has entered an agreement 
with developer Jack Anteramian who 
has built town houses nearby and who 


plans a four-story office building on 
an adjacent parcel. 

‘The city’s community development 
program has targeted some $270,000 
for traffic and parking improvements 
in the urea. Restoration of the historic 
Depot building in the square is near- 
ing completion and there are plans to 
develop land west of Oak Street for 
parking though a lease with the 
MBTA. 

Polcari plans to provide parking for 
the restaurant at the rear of the near- 
by Anteramian office building. A 70- 
seat restraunt would be allowed by 


right, but Polcari is seeking a special 
permit waving che parking require- 
ment for a 92 seat restuarurant. 

Atty. Peter Harrington, represen- 
ting Antermian and Polcari said 31 
parking spaces for the restaurant 
would be available behind the office 
building. He did not pinpoint the loca- 
tion of the spaces. 

MBTA tracks separate the propos- 
ed, restaurant from its parking area 
and some residents at the hearing 
said the length of the walk, particular- 
ly in inclement weather, will deter- 
mine if the spaces will actually be us- 


ed. 

Harrington said the MBTA is will- 
ing to lease space ulong the tracks for 
public parking and Antermanian is 
willing to blacktop the lot. 

Nicholas Vlahos, owner of Nick’s 
Pizza, across the street from the pro- 
posed resturant believes Polcari’s 
customers will use the large tot in- 
fornt of his shop for parking. 

The city Planning Department has 
recommended approval of the special 
permit with some conditions| in- 
cluding a ban on take out or drive in 
businesses within the retail bleok. 


State officials want City Hall vault first 


NEWTON—The state’s supervisor of 

public records has decided there 
should be a new vault in City Hall 
before tonstruction of an archival 
vault at the Jacksun Homestead on 
Washington Street. 

The Board of Aldermen has ap- 
propriated $77,000 for a vault at the 
historic Homestead for storage of 
dated municipal records. 

The Friends of- the Jackson 


Hoemestead, a non-profit support 
group for the museum, have agreed to 
raise matching funds to construct an 
addition to the Homestead that will 
house private historic material. 


Deputy Sec. of State. Renee M. 
Landers, supervisor of public 


records, has endorsed the inventory 
of muciciap! records. underway but 
said, ‘the considration of a municipal 


archives vault .at the Jackson 
Homestead is impractical in the light 
of the deficiencies in record storage in 
city hall.” 

Only records dated prior to 1870 


may be considered for transfer to the 
Homestead. 


“Considering the less than optimal 
storage conditions in City Hall, 
Landers said, ‘‘proper steps must be 


taken to improve the security of 
records which would conceivably re- 
main at City Hall before this office 
can consider the transfer of records to 
an off-site location.” 


None of the vault doors at City Hall 
carry: the required fire rating, and 
dated records stored in the basement 
are inadequately protected from fire 
and theft, Landers said. 


State audits Newton special ed 


NEWTON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Education is con- 
ducting a program audit of the 
Newton Public Schools to measure its 
compliance with Chapter 766, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Aaron 
Fink. 

Under the law, the state must 
evaluate the special education pro- 
grams and services of each school 
system at least every five years. 

Chapter 766 is a Massachusetts law 
requiring every city and town to pro- 
vide a free public and appropriate 
education for all children regardless 
of handicap. 

The first phase of this audit, which 
is currently being completed, in- 
volves the collection of data documen- 
ting in detail how the Newton schools 
are meeting the regulations in pro- 
viding required programs and ser- 
vices. 


Jury finds 


CAMBRIDGE — A Midalesex Coun- 

ty jury found Lee"Kaye of New York 
guilty of robbing a Newton Corner 
bank twice in March 1978 Tuesday. 
- Attorneys for Kaye suid they would 
wait until after the defendant is 
sentenced May 20 to decide whether 
or not to appeal the case. 

Kaye, 59, was accused of being the 
“Bomb Lady” who robbed the 
Newton Corner Baybank on March 17 
by giving a note to a teller saying she 
had a bomb in a shopping bag.

Self-evaluation questionnaires have 
been distributed to all teachers, 
specialists and administrators. 
Results will be tallied by the state and 
published as part of the report of the 
audit. 

Another source of data is a study of 
pupil records. Staff from the state will 
examine a sample of 50 student 
records to measure compliance with 
required procedures used in student 
evaluation, education plan develop- 
ment and service delivery. Parent 
permission will be obtained in every 
case, and parents of students involved 
in the case study process will be in- 
vited to participate through question- 
naires and personal interview. 

In October, after the audit team has 
reviewed the data that have been col- 
lected, phase two, an evaluation visit, 
will be conducted. 

The team members will interview 


all special education staff together 
with a sample of regular education 
staff and as many parents and school 
administrators as possible during the 
five-day inspection visit in Newton. 

They will visit every school and 
special education class. When the 
audit has been completed, the team 
will submit a preliminary report 
which identifies areas for commenda- 
tion, areas where there are problems, 
and areas where the system is not in 
compliance. 

The final'report as submitted to the 
School Committee, superintendent 
and director of special education will 
be made available to the public for 
review. 

Chapter 766 and the regulations ré- 
quire that any child suspected of hav- 
ing special needs be referred for 
evaluation. 

With parental approval, the child is 


given various tests and assessments 
which measure his educational, 
social, emotional, intellectual and 
physical development, including 
assessments by his teachers, a school 
administrator, psychologist, social 
worker, physician and specialists. 

Parents meet with school staff after 
the evaluations and participate in the 
writing of an individualized educa- 
tional plan, (IEP). Parents can ac- 
cept or reject the plan, and have 
rights of review and appeal when they 
reject the plan. 

The state mandates that the local 
public schools provide a range of ser- 
vices for children with special needs, 
including nursing, occupational 
therapy, physical therapy, speech 
and language therapy, social and 
psychological services, as well as ser- 
vices of any other expert which the 
Chapter 766 evaluation team requires. 


woman guilty of robberies 


On March 28, 1978, the woman 
returned to the same teiler in the 
same bank and handed her anuther 
note saying she was ‘the Bumb 
Lady” and demanding more money.

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County may sue Newton for funds 


NEWTON — The chairman of the 
Aldermanic Subcommittee on Mid- 
dlesex County believes the city is 
about to be sued for withholding more 
than $1.8 million in county 
assessments. 

Mark White, a-vocal critic of county 
government, hopes the Board of 
Aldermen will not release the three 
overdue assessments because of a 
lawsuit, or because the county pro- 
duces records the city has requested. 

Legal action has threatened since 
the city withheld the first assessment 
more than one year ago. White said 
Sunday he has been warned by county 
Treasurer Rocco Antonelli a suit is 
imminent. 
although the withholding of the 
assessments started with a general 

riticism of county government, in re- 
oon months the withholding has been 


justified by the county's failure to pro- 
duce records required by state law, 

The county has provided a debt 
statement but other documents outlin- 
ing highway work, building repairs, 
inspections, salaries and fixed assets 
are still missing, according to city of- 
ficials. 

Production of the records required 
by law is not enough, White said. “I 
don’t want to (pay) until we get the in- 
formation we are looking for — things 
that aren't covered by the records — 
until we get some accountability on 
the part of the commissicners and the 
state legislature.” 

Asked if the receipt of all the 
records would make a difference to 
the city law department, White said 
“yes, it probably would.”” 

As for the Board of Aldermen, ‘‘A 
lot of the board are very squeamish 


about this,” White said. ‘‘You can 
justify it with the records, but if you 
can’t they don't really have the en- 
thusiasm fur holding back.” 

White believes the county will sue to 
make the city pay the assessments, as 
well as the interest on the $1.8 million, 
as well as any money the city made by 
investing the overdue payments. 

“The interesting part of the suit will 
be when they sue us for the interest,” 
White said. ‘Because we are going to 
say 'we are not going to pay it; that 
we had every right to withhold that 
money.”” 

“You've got to remember 
something,"White said, ‘‘we started 
this even before we knew about the 
records. That was not the initial thing 
that caused us to do this. It was our 
approach to what we thought was go- 
ing on in county government.

Kingston's photographs evoke 
the urban American scene

NEWTON CORNER — Water- 
works, storefronts, street scenes; the 
details of manmade America are 
recorded in Rodger P. Kingston's one- 
man photography show ‘‘American 
Color: 1973-1980" in the Newton Free 
Library Gallery, 414 Centre Newton 
Corner, through June 1. 


Kingston photographs the urban 
American scene, presenting the 
viewer with sharply focused, richly 
colored images that are packed with 
information, and reveai the American 
people through their artifacts. 


From a photograph of the “Brattle 
Florists” to one of two men coming 
out of the ‘‘Donut Shop,” Kingston's 
people are part of the design for 


Kingston records scenes as people 
pass through or reside within. 
Kingston is not doing studies of ur- 
ban blight or the plight of the urban 
poor. Rather, he wants the viewer to 
look at what's around; the objects, the 
people, the colors, the shapes. The 
wealth of detail, the finely shaded 
tonality in the photographs 
demonstrate Kingston's overall sen- 


sibility to sights, . especially color, . 


that most of us ignore or don't even 
see. 
Inastreet scene that includes a pole 
by the curb, this viewer was caught 
by the sight of the pole covered with 
signs, “No Stopping,” ‘‘Loading 
Zone,” “‘No Left Turn,” ‘Pedestrian 
Crosswalk.” There are two women — 
one chunky, one slim — both wearing 
the same jeans. These are documents. 


No judgment is implied. But the 
strength of the photographs compels 
the viewer to reflect on the conflicting 
messages with which he is constantly 
confronted. 

Kingston, a photographer who is 
also a photographic historian, teacher 
and author, was born in Seattle, 
Wash., grew up in Montana, and now 
lives in Belmont. He received his 
Ed.M. from Harvard in 1978 and has 
taught at the Art Institute of Boston. 
He has guest curated several 
photography exhibitions including the 
works of Alvin Langdon Coburn and 
William Henry Jackson.

Newton to contest electric rate 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann has instructed the law depart- 
ment to contest proposed electric rate 
increases. 

In recent months, the city has faced 
unexpected rate increases, as has the 
average consumer, and the mayor 
believes the state is unable to protect 
consumer interests. 

Boston Edison has requested $69 
million in rate relief. If the rate set- 
ting commission approves the in- 
crease, it will mean a jump of 19 per- 
cent in base rate bills for all 
customers, or about a 12 percent in- 


crease in total bills, assuming fuel 
charges do not increase. 

City lawyers have met with 
representatives of Mass. Law Reform 
Institute, and Mann has authorized 


the law department to enter the case. 


“T was appalled to learn,” Mann 
said, ‘that the state department of 
utilities and state attorney general 
claim they don't have the resources to 
represent the consumer.” 

State legislators have been con- 
tacted. as has the governor, and Mann 
has called for investigation of ‘‘the in- 
ability of our state officers to repre- 


sent or our interests.”” 

“Those most affected by the failure 
of the Commonwealth to provide ex- 
pert consumer protection services 
will those who are least able to meet 
the demand of this economic cycle of 
inflation and recesssion,” Mann said. 

“This matter is clearly in the 
hands of our legislature,” Mann said. 
‘*(but) it is my intent to authorize our 
law department to join with other 
communities to pick up the represen- 
tation of the people of the Com- 
monwealth should the state fai! to ex- 
ercise its responsibility.” 


A fresh look at nursing homes

NEWTON — One member of the 
nursing profession has taken a fresh 
look at the treatment of the elderly in 
nursing homes, and debunked some of 
the most popular myths about them. 
Jan Gibeau, a psychiatric nurse 
who is a clinical supervisor of a 
geriatric unit at McLean Hospital, 
perceives the elderly residents of nur- 
sing homes as individuals with 
fuller hae As aiees Geediett pe 
rather as = it pa- 
tients — the traditional view held by 
most medical professionals. 
Speaking before an audience of 
Newton nursing home care providers, 
Ms. Gibeau called for a change in 


perceptions of the elderly and in the 
quality of life in nursing homes. 

“Get to know the elderly as peo- 
ple,” she urged. ‘Give them human 
rather than medical care.” 

Ms. Gibeau described the life of an 
elderly resident in a nursing home as 
sterile and impersonal. Because ar- 
chitects design nursing homes like in- 
stitutions, residents live in cubicle- 
sized rooms sparsely furnished and 
devoid of the usual hodgepodge of fur- 
niture and prized personal: posses- 
sions which convert a house into a 


Residents live by rigid rules and 
schedules. Everyone goes to bed at 
the same time, eats at the same time, 


sits in assigned chairs, and takes 
medication at the same time without 
regard for personal preferences. 

To regain some control over their 
own lives, Ms. Gibeau suggested that 
residents come together at communi- 
ty meetings to explore their feelings 
about their lives, weigh options, and 
make decisions about what goes on in 
the nursing home. 

Ms. Gibeau’s seminar was part of a 
series on the elderly for nursing home 
care providers sponsored by the local 
area Office of the Department of Men- 
tal Health and the Newton Public 
Health Department. These programs 
are being held every Tuesday at 12:30 
p.m.

Expanding scope 
of Social Security 


Over the past week, the kicvtent’s 
Commission on Pensions held what could 
be a fruitful conference in Boston. What 
the 10 panel members were drafting in the 
way. of policy recommendations won't be 
implemented for many years, but the 
seeds have been planted for improvements 
in Social Security and government pen- 
sions. 


This is not related to the private sector, 
where increasingly pensions are being 
regarded as a supplement to existing 
Social Security coverage for adequacy of 
retirement subsistance. 


This has the dual benefit of safeguarding 
interests of both parties. 


In the public employee sector, however, 
the situation is different. Here is where 
“double dipping” comes in. By taking ad- 
vantage of fairly lucrative federal, state, 
county and local pensions while at the 
same time having the foresight to 
moonlight on the side for a job with Social 
Security coverage the government worker 
invariably winds up doing far better than 
his counterpart in private industry. 


Social Security, therefore, is weighted 
heavily on the side of the government pen- 
sions and the taxpayer carries the extra 
oad. 


This advantage isn’t about to be given up 
willingly. No built-in advantage is ever 
surrendered without resistance. 


The Commission accepted the notion 
that Social Security benefits would com- 
prise the ‘‘floor level’ of retirement in- 
come, which could then be supplemented 
by other retirement programs. 


Makes a lot of sense, doesn’t it? The - 


great flaw in the 1935 preliminary planning 
for Social Security, which came into being 
in 1937, was that government employees 
were exempted by option. Everybody 
should have been brought under the um- 
brella, as one Commission member 
pointed out. 

One anticipated recommendation is that 
state and local governments would be 
given the option of requiring Social Securi- 
ty coverage on all existing employees or 
mandating that only new employees be 
covered. The option now rests with 
employees, with the result that few are SS 
affiliated for obvious reasons. 


The best way to resolve this probably 
would be to set an arbitrary future date, 
say in 1985 or 1986, when Social Security 
should be extended on a must basis to all 
new government employees at all levels. 


Grandfather protection would be extend- 
ed to all current employees, thereby 
cushioning the effect. 


Those federal, state, municipal and 
county jurisdictions which elected to pro- 
vide modest pension supplements as in the 
case of private industry, would be en- 
couraged to do so. 


Here, perhaps, is the way to strengthen a 
Social Security system some believed to be 
inadequately funded and at the same time 
to provide solutions for public pensic 
funds which are actuarily problems 
because of deficient reserves.

Flags flying on the Green Line 


By ERNEST LOEWENSTEIN 


Those rec trolley cars flying the maple leaf flags 
that you may have noticed on the Riverside or Com- 
monwealth Avenue iines are possible successors to 
the ill-fated Boeing L's. 


Under the agreenent reached last fall between 
Boeing and the MBTA a sum of $40 million was 
returned to the T, which is to be used to buy new 
trolleys that, hopefully, will not be plagued with the 
problems of the present ones. 


Shorter than the Boeing cars, lighter, and with a 
different suspension system, the Canadian cars 
have performed well in the three months they have 
been in service, and have met with considerable 
user acceptance. 

A user survey was conducted in April, which 
determined tha‘ only the leg room and the comfort 
of standing passengers were subjects of widespread 
criticism. 

Other trolley raanufacturers in Europe have been 
asked to submit cars for trial here, but to date no in- 
vitation has been accepted. If the MBTA adopts the 
Canadian LRV, at leact one major modification will

be necessary ; a door on the left side of the car. 

In the meantime, availability of the Boeing 
LRV’s fer service his improved over recent mon- 
ths. The improvement is attributable in part to an 
aggressive maintenance program, in part to a 
relatively mild winter that minimized the strains on 
the cars. 

Shirley DiLibero, superintendent of Green Line 
Maintenance, told the last meeting of the Green 
Line Committee that a consultant has been hired to 
train in-house personnel in maintenance and repair 
of the air conditioning system of the LRV’s. 

This system has been a major weak point in the 
design of the Boeing cars, and certain major 
modifications have been recommended by the con- 
sultant, Koton-Allen Associates. Two LRV’s are be- 
ing modified, to serve as protctypes for testing the 
modifications, while certain less drastic modifica- 
tions are being incorporated in all cars, for comple- 
tion ir. August 

If the summer weather is as kind as the winter's 
was, we can expect that the LRV availability will 
hold up reasonably well. ; 

The Commonwealth Avenue line (Boston College 
Branch) is to be closed in June for a period of six 





months to permit major ‘track realignment and 
repair work. Thus two of the four branches of the 
Green Line system (the other being Arborway) are 
closed, and availability of cars for the remaining 
two ought to be fairly good for the. balance of the 
ear. 

i DiLibero also reported to the committee that the 
PCC rebuilding project (PCC's are the old trolley 
cars) is continuing under a supplemental grant that 
has been approved hy the federal Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration (UMTA). 

Productivity has increased as the crew has gain- 
ed experience, from two cars every ‘13 ‘2 weeks to 
twoeveryeight weeks. 

The major cost in thé project has been found to be 
in the replacemcnt of large structural parts such as 
the support beams and the sheet metal of stairwells 
and front ends. ‘Thus cars for the rebuild program 
are being selected from among those with the 
soundest structural elements to minimize costs in 
the program which is eventually to produce a total 
of 50 ‘‘new’’ 1937 trolley cars at a total cost in the 
vicinity of $20 million. ;

Shcharansky subject of emergency tribunal

WASHINGTON, D.C. — This week, I will be in 
Europe serving on an emergency tribunal examun- 
ing the case of Soviet dissident Anatoly Shcharan- 
sky. 

Shcharansky, who served as my translator and 
guide during a 1975 human rights mission to 
Moscow, was sentenced to 13 years in a labor camp 
on acharge of alleged spying. His real crime, in the 
“45 » eyes of the KGB, was helping Jews emigrate to the 
west. While his case is symbolic of the plight of 
thousands of political prisoners everywhere, it has 
special significance for me because of the bond of 
friendship I developed with Anatoly and his wife 
Avital. 

In Amsterdam I serve on an international jury 
along with Coretta King, Andrew Young, Ramsey 
Clark, and distinguished jurists from around the 
world. We have seen in the past that Soviet 
authorities are sensitive to public actions in the 
democratic world. Our purpose is to draw world at- 
tention to the injustice of Shcharansky's imprison- 
ment, and the continued persecution of other Soviet 
Jews and dissidents. 

This tribunal, sponsored by the “Friends of 
Anatoly Shcharansky,”’ will let the Soviets know we 
have not forgotten‘about Anatoly — nor shall we 
ever forget about him and those like him in prisons 
throughout the world. 

FTC Authorization 

The Federal Trade Commission (FTC) is the 

agency charged with protecting cunsumers from 


ae 


fraud, and ensuring free competition in the 
marketplace. The FTC has been the consumer’s 
best friend in recent years, but because of its ag- 
gressive pro-consumer stance, it has come under 
attack from conservatives and the friends of big 
business, 

These special interest groups have been so suc- 
cessful, that the Congress has been unable for 
several years to pass normal authorization bills to 
fund the FTC. Instead, we have been forced to pass 
emergency appropriations to fund the FTC fom 
month to month. 


This week, the House is scheduled to consider a 
bill to fund the FTC through fiscal 1982. I am not 
happy with many provisions of this legislation. It 
would severely limit the FTC's power to do its job 
and protect consumers from monopolies, price fix- 
ing, and false advertising. However, I am afraid 
that with the current mood of the Congress, this is 
the best compromise we can get. I will almost cer- 
tainly be voting in favor of this flawed bill, in the 
bere that even a weakened FTC is urgently need- 

Infant Formula 


In Third World countries the use of infant formula 
has become a major cause of malnutrition and 
death in infants. American and European baby for- 
mula manufacturers carry on aggressive cam- 
paigns to convince Third World mothers that their 
product is better and ‘‘more modern” than 
breastfeeding. However, the cost of the formula is 
beyond the reach of most such families, and so the 


mother dilutes it more and more, often with con- 
taminated water. The result is malnutrition, per- 
manent disabilities, and often death for the child. 

Months ago I cosponsored legislation to combat 
this tragedy by regulating American exports of in- 
fant formula. This week, I wrote te Secretary of 
State Muskie and HEW Secretary Harris urging 
them to adopt a firm American policy in favor of an 
international code of marketing and promotion of 
infant formula products. The United States must 
take a strong stand at next month's World Healtn 
Organization assembly, and that stand must reflect 
America’s concern about this deadly situtation in 
the Third World. 

Senior Citizen Intern 

This week hundreds of older Americans arrived 
in Washington to participate in the 1980 Congres- 
sional Senior Citizen Intern Program. These active 
seniors, each sponsored by a member of the House 
or Senate, will get a firsthand look at how the 
federal government operates, and will have input in 
areas affecting the elderly. 

Col. Paul J. Leahy of Sudbury is assisting me in 
my office. Col. Leahy is well known for his active 
leadership as chairman of the Sudbury Council on 
Aging. He has been attending conferences, meeting 
with government officials, and advising me on pro- 
blems faced by senior citizens. 

I welcome Col. Leahy to my staff. His advice will 
be particularly helpful to me in my work on the 
House Select Committee on Aging.

For some reason the Office of Cam- 
paign and Political Finance, set up four 
years ago to improve the filing and 
monitoring of political spending and fuz- 
drais‘ng, is afraid to rock the boat. 

It has never mounted a serious in- 
vestigation of any reports filed by any of 
the hundreds of incumbents and 
challengers whose records have poured 
into the Office and lodge in a roomful of 
file cabinets. Minor discrepancies have 
been corrected, but never a major probe 
of a report based either on suspicions or 
on arandom basis. 

Committee Chairman Charles Dohert 
says he's fearful that too much inquiry 
into the accuracy of filings might turn 
off contributors even more than they are 
these days. Contributors might resent 
being hassled by nosey investigators and 
the flow of campaign dollars might dry 
up even more. 

But it is well known in political circles 
that some contributors don’t want their 
name to appear. So it sometimes hap- 
pé@as that other names are listed for con- 
tributions they didn’t in fact make. 

fhe hairraising stories of fraudulent 


cash contributions to certain office- 
holders, state and county, disclosed 
through the hearings of the blue ribbon 
Ward corruption commission suggest 
however that what appears on campaign 
filings may tell only part of the truth. In 
recent testimony, it was revealed that 
some names listed as contributing didn’t 
contribute what they were described as 
giving. 

The idea of instituting a simple ran- 
dom sampling of campaign reports— just 
to keep evryone honest, like the IRS 
does— seems anathema to the Carnpaign 
Finance Office, at least at the moment. 


DODD DIDI 


The hyper-active Dave Flynn is back 
doing what he does best in state 
government-trouble-shooting. 

Flynn was deputy commissioner of ad- 
ministration and finance for Gov. 
Michael Dukakis, working under A&F 
Secretary John Buckley. But unofficially 
he was constantly being consulted by 
Gov. Dukakis for additional ramrodding 
of problems related to his work. He 
acted as sensitive go-between in deal- 
ings with certain legislative leaders.

Japan is under pressure to ease auto exports

It is not true that Japan exports its en- 
tire auto production. 

With three million cars on the streets, 
Tokyo is not only the world’s largest city 
but the perfect locale for some of its 
more massive traffic jams. Elsewhere 
in intensely urbanized Japan, the situa- 
tion is similar only on a smaller scale. 

The Japanese, in short, are as auto- 
obsessed as any people in the industrial 
world, which gives them a lot in common 
with Americans. Re 

Too much, in fact, in the opinion some 
Americans. For all their frantic mobility 
at home, the Japanese still do export a 
very high percentage of a large and 
growing auto output, predicted to pass 
the American this year to take over 
world leadership. And a very high 
percentage of those exports are to the 
United States. 

Americans who are in the business of 
producing and selling automobiles are 
understandably not happy that so many 


other Americans prefer the Japanese 
products. Hence the issue that, refusing 
to remain one of apolitical economics, is 
straining relations between the two na- 
tions that are each other’s indispensable 
allies in the Pacific. 

Japan has been under intense pressure 
from federal Washington and organized 
labor to cushion the impact of its 
massive sales in the U.S. market by shif- 
ting some production to American 
facilities. Two firms are doing so — Hon- 
da, the smaller but scrappiest of the ma- 
jor Japanese carmakers, with apparent 
enthusiasm and leader Nissan, reluc- 
tantly and in limitation. It will turn out 
small trucks only in U.S. plants to be set 
up, not its popular Datsun autos. 

The new facilities should have some 
beneficial effect on employment, ab- 
sorbing some of the 200,000 currently 
laid-off American auto workers. Not, 
however, as many as their union leaders 
might hope. The super-efficient and 
automation-conscious Japanese operate 
at a much higher vehicle output per 
worker ratio than does ponderous 
Detroit. 


And as for Detroit, the Japanese 
plants will not solve its problems but 
may well compound them — unless this 
consolidation of foreign competition on 
its own turf speeds the U.S. industry's 
conversion to the smaller, fuel-efficient 
vehicles that are the reason for the 
mushrooming Japanese sales. 

Conversion is now under way, but it is 
belated and has been grudging. Detroit 
long preferred complaining about 
Japanese trading practices to modifying 
its own operations in any significant way 
to meet the challenge. 

The Japanese have as long disclaimed 
taking unfair advantage of their major 
trading partner, rampaging through the 
American market while closing their 
own to U.S., and other, producers. They 
claim they have only been doing 
business where there was business to be 
done. 

On that subject, a recent report makes 
some interesting points. It finds that 
even total elimination of existing 
Japanese barriers to imports would not 
have “a dramatic effect’ on bilateral 
trade. The steps that must be taken to 


reduce the trade imbalance — expected 
to be more than $9 billion this year in 
Japan's favor, up from $8.7 billion in 1979 
— are more fundamental, ‘‘particularly 
on the side of the U.S.” 

Specifically, they require taking a few 
leaves from Japan’s own book — 
developing a better understanding of the 
Japanese market, tailoring of products 
to its requirements and energetically 
pushing sales. 

Of particular interest, the advice is not 
another lecture from Japanese expor- 
ting experts, although it does reflect con- 
siderable Japanese input, but is the view 
of Americans who know the situation 
best, the American business community 
in Tokyo participating with several 
Japanese | government and private 
organizations in the U.S.Japan Trade 
Study Group. 

The point the group's report makes 
should be kept in mind in evaluating the 
launching of U.S. operations by Japan's 
automakers. In regearing to meet 
changed economic conditions and 
market demands, the shifting must be 
done by American industry, not for it.

WEATHERSTRIPPING: Strips of 
metal, plastic, rubber or felt applied 
around the perimeter of all exterior 
doors and windows te stop air leaks. 
Like caulking, weatherstripping is 
easily applied and normally not too 
experisive.

CRAWL SPACE: The area between 
the bottom of the house and the 
ground. Usually two to four feet high, 
crawl spaces are usually found in 
homes without a basement or a con- 
crete slab base. Installing insulation 
on the underside of the first floor (the 
top of the crawl space) retards the 
loss of heat through the floor. Piping 
and heating ducts are often found in 
crawl spaces. Be sure to insulate 
ducts to prevent loss of heat; wrap 
pipes with insulation to prevent them 
from freezing.

PEAK LOAD PERIOD: The time 
when the demand for energy Is the 
greatest. Sumimer days and winter 
nights are termed ‘peak load” 
periods in many utility service areas. 
And, in some cases, energy consumed 
during peak load hours is priced at a 
premium. 

RETROFITTING: Adding items to 
existing homes. A typical “retrofit” 
package might include: increased at- 
tic insulation, storm windows and 
caulking around windows, doors and 
all accessible construction joints to 
cut air infiltration. 

R-VALUE: A measure of insulating 
abllity - applied to materials of con- 
struction, windows, doors, framing 
members, concrete, etc., as well as 
insulation Itself. The higher the R- 
value, the greater the insulating 

wer, 

THERMOSTAT: The temperature 
regulating dial or sliding gauge with 
which you can control the 
temperature of the heating and air- 
conditioning system. With some 
systems, such as basebcard heating, 
you can controlitemperatures in 
every room, if you ask for individual 
thermostats. 

VAPOR BARRIERS: Shields that 
resist the flow of water vapor through 
the ceiling, walls and floors of a struc- 
ture. Most blanket type insulation is 
available with a kraft paper or foil 
facing, that acts as a vapor barrier. 
Unfaced insulation may require the 
addition of a vapor barrier, such as 
foil backed gypsum board or 
polyethylene sheeting, to the warm- 
in-winter side pf the structure. 

VENTILATION: The cireulation of 
air into and out of a house so fresh air 
replaces stale. In winter, if your attic 
and crawl space (if you have one) are 
not ventilated properly, water vapor 
or moisture can build up unnecessari- 
ly and may cause condensation pro- 
blems. When insulating your attic, 
care should be taken go you do not lay 
batts over vents. 


AIR INFILTRATION: This is the 
leakage into your home, through 
cracks and crevices, of hot - or cold - 
air. It causes winter ‘“‘heat loss” or 
summer “heat gain” and a waste of 
your energy dollars. 

BTU: Literally, British ‘Thermal 
Unit. A measure of heat flow. One Btu 
of heat is required to raise the 
temperature of 1 lb. of water one 
degree Fahrenheit (e.g., from 59 
degrees to 60 degrees),

Rare violin stolen 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
(UPI) — Someone has 
stolen concert violinist 
Roman Totenberg’s 
rare, $200,000, adopted 
“child.” 

Police Wednesday 
said Totenberg’s 
Stradivarius violin was 
stolen Tuesday night at 
the Longy School of 
Music. 

“It's one of only 400 
Stradivarius violins 
known to be in ex- 
istence,”’ said J, 
Bradley Taylor, a str- 
inged instrument ex- 


pert. 

The instrument, made 
in 1734 in Italy and bear- 
ing the label of master 
violin maker Antonio 
Stradivari, was owned 
for 40 years by 
Totenberg, the director 
of the music school. 

“I don’t quite believe 
it. It's like my child or 
wife is gone," 
Totenberg said. “A 
violin is like a child you 
adopt and over the 
years you shape it and 
mold it. You buy special 
bows and strings for it 


and that influences the 
sound." 

Totenberg, 69, had 
played the violin at a 
concert of Mozart’s 
music at the Longy 
School Tuesday night. 
Police said the theft 
took place between 9:30 
p.m, and 10:30 p.m. dur- 
ing a reception follow- 
ing the program. 

Police said that 
representatives of 
Totenberg’s New York 
insurance company 
were flying to Boston to 
post a reward for the 
return of the 
instrument.

Jackpots 
are getting 
bigger 


RENO, Nev. (UPI) — 
Tt took five hours, $5,000 
and hundreds of pulls on 
the handle before the 
four reels lined up the 
world’s largest slot 
machine jackpot. 

Tt was $314,741, paid 
by Harolds Club to 
Clark Petrochilos and 
Bill Ragland of Fresno, 
Calif. 

“T saw two reels line 
up, then the third and I 
yelled at Bill,” said 
Petrochilos. ‘‘Then the 
fourth came in and I 
screamed. I couldn't 
believe it. Isn't that 
something?” 

It'really is. The giant 
jackpots have moved 
slot machines ahead of 
dice — though still well 
behind blackjack — as 
the biggest revenue pro- 
ducers in Nevada 
casinos. 

Slot machines tradi- 
tionally have been the 
province of “‘little old 
ladies” or tourists who 
know little about the 
card and dice games. 
They could ‘watch the 
wheels go ‘round” for an 
investment of only 4 few 
coins and might even 
win a jackpot ranging 
from $5 for a nickel to 


$100 for a dollar. 
But the new breed of 
one-armed bandit 


tempts even the veteran 
gambler with a variety 
of electronically con- 
trolled games, some of- 
fering jackpots that 
grow progressively 
larger as more money is 
fed into them. The 
previous record jackpot 
was $305,000 at the 
Flamingo Hilton in Las 
Vegas. Harolds Club 
posted an earlier record 
of $236,756. 

The amount of the 
possible jackput flashes 
on a panel atop the 
‘'progressive’’ 
machines. Players at- 
tract a crowd when the 
total reaches the 
heights. Frequently, 
several people will pool 
their resources in an in- 
formal corporation and 
play a machine they 
think is ready to pay off. 
They are not always as 
lucky as Petrochilos and 
Ragland. 

“When we saw the 
jackpot go over $300,000, 
he said, ‘They’re going 
to beat I.as Vegas. It’s 
ready to pay. let's play 
it and stick with it,’” 
Ragland recalled. 

They had to drop five 
coins for each pull of the 
handle to be eligible for 
the super jackpot. Had 
they played one, two, 
three or four coins, the 
same lineup would have 
paid much less, 

The slot business 
began to grow 
dramatically in 1978, 
when there were 7,800 $1 
denomination machines 
that raked in 3312.6 
million, In 1979, the total 
grew to 11,600, a 48 per- 
cent jump in one year. 
Gross revenue was $417 
million, an increase of 
29 percent. 

Stuart Curtiss of the 
state Gaming Control 
Board's Research 
Bureau thinks inflation 
is a main reason for the 
sharp increase in the 
play of dollar slots. 

“The dollar doesn’t 


mean as much to people + 


as it used to,” he said, 
“and casinos are put- 
ting more effort into 
matketing by using 
carousels and other 


gimmicks.”

*A storage island with butcher- 
block top can provide needed shelves 
for pots and pans, a handy work area 
for the cook...or an island with a 
range can liberate the cook for a dark 
corner.

¢New appliances such as range with 
separate wall ovens, hi-lo double 
ovens, dishwashers, waste disposers, 
and trash compactors can be built in- 
to new counter units for great time- 
saving convenience. 

°A dark kitchen can become bright 
and sunny with new windows or even 
a skylight or greenhouse window. 

Extending a wall of the kitchen can 
give your family the breakfast nook it 
needs, or provide space for a laundry 
area. 

Outmoded bathrooms are not only 
unstylish, they’re inefficient. Here 
are some ways to bring that bathroom 
up to date: 

°A tiny bathroom can gain added 
space from an adjoining spacious 
bedroom. Just a few feet can give a 
bathroom more breathing room and 
provide needed storage space, 
without affecting the bedroom space 
to any great degree.

*If you occasionally have need for 
guest facilities, yet don’t want to give 
up your den or sewing room, consider 
installing a pull-down bed that goes 
into the wall when not needed.

Now’s the 
time to remodel with a new vanity 
that can house many bath supplies, 
eve your bathroom a more modern 

look. 

Remodeling projects can be as am- 
bitious as completely renovating a 
room or as simple as installing a few 
shelves.

They weren't clairvoyant, those 
educators who established the first of 
the community colleges nearly 20 
years ago.

many people, computers are 
synonymous with high technology, 
and Massachusetts Bay can offer a 
number of courses in this rapidly 
growing area.

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How to Choose a 
Reputable Remodeler 


When you find that your house is too 
small for your growing family, or you 
need extra space for work or hobbies, 
and you don’t want to move, remodel- 
ing may be the answer. But how do 
you find a reputable remodeler who 
will give you thye most for your 
money? 

Walking your fingers through the 
Yellow Pages won't tell you who is 
reliable. However, chances are that 
your area has a builders association 
affiliated with the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders. They can give 
you a lisat of reliable remodelers. 

But don't stop there. Most problems 
in the remodelking business occur 
when consumers fail to investigate 
remodelers properly before hiring 
them. Try to speak to someone who 
has used the remodeler you are con- 
sidering. Comments and recommen- 
dations from previous customers will 
give you an insight into tyhe 
remodeler’s capabilities, Moist com- 
petent remodelers obtain the majori- 
ty of their business from referrals. 

Ask to see the remodeling jobs done 
for others. Find out how long the work 
took, how much the remodeler charg- 
ed, and whether he was amenable to 
change. Reputable remodelers have a 
permanent business location, a good 
reputation with banks and suppliers, 
adequate trucks and equipment, an 
efficient front office, and signs of ac- 
tivity. 

Avoid any firm that: offers goods 
and services at ridiculously low 
prices; tells you that you are entitled 
to a discount because our home has 
been selected as a ‘‘model home” for 
a neighborhood demonstration pro- 
ject, engages in hard sell by phone; or 
uses uninvited door-to-door salesmen. 

Tf you do not know of anyone who 
has worked with a remodeler, ask the 
local chamber of comkmerce or local 
lending institutions for suggestions. 
Then check their recommendations 
with the local Better Business bureau 


and consumer affairs offices, Never 


‘make a random selection. 


You may be tempted to bypass a 
general contractor remodeler and 
hair the subcontractors yourself. but 
hiring an NAHB remodeler member 
gives you certain advantages that 
may well offset the extra cost: 

* One person is responsible for all 
phases of the job from start to 
finish—the supplies, the labor, and 
material, along with scheduling, and 
coordinating the work of various 
trades. Usually the general contrac- 
tor will hire subcontractors to do part 
of the job. 

¢ An NAHB remodeler member 
assures that the work will be done ac- 
cording to specifications. He has ex- 
perience in obtaining qualified 
workers and subcontractors. 

© He can often get better prices from 
subcontractors and suppliers than 
you can. 

* He is familiar with local and state 
regulations concerning home im- 
provements, obtains all permits, is 
responsible for arranging the inspec- 
tions required by law and pays all the 
bills. 

Once you have selected a contrac- 
tor, be sure to obtain a well-written 
contract that covers the quality and 
quantity of materials to be used as 
well as styles and brand names. 
Descriptions of job divisions and clear 
payment schedules should also be in- 
cluded. Read every word before sign- 
ing the contract so that you will have 
no surprises later. Some remodelers 
insert a ‘‘negative clause’’ in a con- 
tract, stating clearly what will not be 
done on the job, such as painting new 
new rooms or installing light fixtures. 

Avoid changes in the original con- 
tract after the job is underway, if at 
all possible. Last minute changes are 
the most frequent cause of 
misunderstandings and other dif- 
ficulties in home remodeling. 


Lawn experts checklist 


Seven recommendations for mak- 
ing spring lawne thicker, greener and 
healthier looking are cited by resear- 
chers in the forthcoming issue of 
LAWN CARE, a seasonal publication 
put out by O.M. Scott & Sons, the lawn 
and garden people. 

1. Fertilize lawns as soon as possi- 
ble. Lawns that were fed earlier 
should be fertilized a second time dur- 
ing the next few weeks to maintain a 
desirable nutrient level. 

2. Spread a crabgrass preventer to 
eliminate the problem this year, if 
there was any crabgrass in the lawn 
last year. 

3. Clear out dandelions as soon as 
the yellow blossoms appear by 
spreading a weed control, with or 
without fertilizer included. 

4. Seed a new lawn or re-seed thin or 
bare areas as soon as possible, so the 
seed will have more time to develop 
before summer weeds and 
temperatures rise. 

5. Spread an insect control if sec- 
tions of the lawn turn tan and pull up 
easily. It will eliminate grubs that 
feed on the grass roots. 

6. Start mowing before grass blades 
grow so tall they flop over. Use a spr- 
ing cutting height of 1-12 inches for 
bluegrass and fine-leaf fescue lawns, 
and an inch or less for bentgrass. Cut 
off no more than a third of the grass at 
atime. 

7. Water the lawn at any concenient 
time of day or night, if three or four 
days have gone by without rain. Grass 
need, about an inch of water a week. 

The spring issue of LAWN CARE 
also details correct procedures for 


seeding, for applying ‘crabgrass 
preventer and for using weed con- 
trols. Other sections include more 
spring lawn tips, planting tips for 
vegetable gardens, flowers, shrubs 
and trees, and suggestions for sum- 
mer lawn care,

Save Eneray 
Around House 


Cooking: Won't use a high flame 
when a low one will do. Don’t pre-heat 
the oven too long. Don't use the oven 
to warm the room. Cover saucepans 
while cooking. 

Washers, dishwashers: Save hot 
water (and the fuel that heats it) by 
running full loads only. The same 
holds true for clothes dryers. 

House heating: In cool weather turn 
the thermostat down when you go to 
bed. Draw the drapes at night; that 
cuts loss of heat through the glass. 
Close fireplace flues, air vents, etc., 
when not in use. Keep thermostat 
down to approximately 68 degrees 
when you’re away all day. 

Make sure all appliances are 
operating efficiently. Don’t overwork 
your furnace making it struggle to 
blow air through an old, clogged 


filter. Check to see if your gas range + 


produces a pure blue flame. (A yellow 
flame indicates improper combus- 
tion, which means waste. Have the 
range adjusted.)

“Recent research reports have 
shown that the nation’s 70 million ex- 
isting homes generally Gia 
energy loss problems of which the 
average homeowner is unaware,’ 
related Michael Box, remodeling 
market manager for The Dow 
Chemical Company, developers of a 
retrofit siding-insulation system. 
“Retrofitting can correct home 
energy loss. With the existing 
technology and incentives, 
homeowners are experiencing the 
‘best of times’ for upgrading home 
energy efficiency.” 

Many of the retrofit improvements 
that can be made to an existing home 
not only will conserve energy and help 
increase the comfort factor in a home, 
but they also qualify for a tax credit 
under the Federal Energy Act of 1978. 

More than one full year has passed 
since the tax credit was made 
available. Much of the initial confu- 
sion has passed about which products 
qualify and which ones do not. 

Those home improvements not 
qualifying for a tax credit include 
carpeting and drapes, wood paneling, 
heat pumps, and siding. Materials 
which do qualify include insulation, 
caulking and weatherstripping, storm 
windows and doors, and solar, 
geothermal and wind energy equip- 
ment. 

“The traditicnal measures of caulk- 
ing, weatherstripping, installing ther- 
mal windows and adding insulation 
are gaining new favor with people 
across the country,” says Box. 

Other industry principals agree 
with Box’s observation. According to 
the National Home Improvement 


May 


Council, the amount of money 
Americans will spend on home im- 
provements is expected to double in 
the next five years. The Federal 
Energy Act tax credit is expected to 
be a factor in the decision on how to 
spend that money. 

The tax credit can total up to $300 
and is deducted directly from the an- 
nual income tax bill. After figuring 
his income tax for the past year, the 
homeowner simply subtracts 15 per- 
cent of the first $2,000 spent on quali- 
fying energy-saving products from 
the total income tax he must pay. A 
special form (No. 6595) is used in ad- 
dition to the regular income tax form. 
The form and information about 
which products qualify for tax credit 
can be obtained from the local IRS of- 
fice. 

“The energy tax form is probably 
the least complex of all tax forms,” 
says an IRS spokesman. “It only 
takes a minute to compute the energy 
tax credit and subtract it from the 
total amount of taxes due. If the credit 
exceeds the tax bill, the unused credit 
amount may be applied to a future tax 
year.” 

With the various energy efficiency 
incentives being offered and with an 
increased conservation consciousness 
among Americans across the country, 
it stands to reason that owners of ex- 
isting homes are looking for qualified 
spokesmen who can answer their 
energy questions. 

“In many cases, homeowners will 
contact professionals who are involv- 
ed in some way with energy matters. 
These are the local ‘energy experts’,” 
stated Box at Dow. 

“Tt may be the local utility where 
the fuel bills are paid, or the savings 
and loan where financing is secured 
for the planned home improvement 
work. Often the remodeling contrac- 
tor himself is put in the position of 
energy counselor, and for good 
Treason.

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Drinan coalition 
endorses Frank 


NEWTON — Cong. Robert F. 
Drinan’s political machine picked 
State Rep. Barney Frank as heir ap- 
parent during a closed door screening 
of five candidates Sunday night. 

Thirty-five Democrats at the home 
of Drinan District staff coordinator 
Dorothy Reichard reportedly chose 
Frank overwhelmingly on the first 
ballot. 

Other candidates interviewed at the 
meeting, and rejected, were Waltham 
Mayor Arthur Clark, Brookline State 
Rep. John Businger, Governor's 
Councillor Herbert Connolly of 
Newton, and Newton State Rep. 
David Mofenson. 

Drinan, a Catholic priest, will not 
run for re-election in the Fourth 
District after five terms because of a 
Papal order. 

But his organization is in place, ‘‘a 
cannon ready to go off,” as one 
worker described it, and the choice of 
Frank by the congressman's district 
advisory committee and community 
coordinators will kick off the fun- 
draising. 

Newton coordinator Harry Crosby 
said the organization is ready to “‘ral- 
ly behind someone with a Drinan 
philosophy” and Frank was picked 
because ‘‘he’s got all the tickets.” 


Crosby said the choice of Frank 
doesn’t constitute an endorsement 
from Drinan, and that the Con- 
gtessman wasn’t at the meeting. He 
added Drinan made no effort to block 
the meeting of his staffers. 

On hand was Susan Drinan, the Con- 
gressman’s niece, as well as 
Democratic Committeeman Jerome 
Grossman of Wellesley and coor- 
dinators Robert Logan of Waltham 
and Jane Webb of Weston. 

Grossman, who reportedly has rais- 
ed at least $250,000 in past campaigns, 
was joined by Newton campaigners 
Paula Levitman, a political 
strategist, Alderman Ethel Sheehan, 
district Committee member Lois Ox- 
man, Audrey Cooper, who in the last 
campaign prepared an advertisement 
with 1,000 endorsements, and Crosby. 

Mrs. Reichard and other members 
of Drinan’s staff did not vote. 

Robert Corleo, a former Drinan 
aide was there, with his wife Ann 
Marie, who is now on the staff.and 
former administrative aide Bruce 
Holbein.

“The selection of Continental 
Cablevision was based upon the belief 
that its proposal offers a superior mix 
of benefits to Newton subscribers,” 
Mann's decision said. 

The final decision was based on cost 
to subscribers, programming offered, 
local origination of programming, 
system design, financial capability, 
technical capability, ‘other ‘ap- 
propriate’ benefits” and character. 

The license report was careful to 
repeat that ‘‘in-kind benefits” offered 
by some of the cable companies, had 

been excluded from the decision- 
making process. 

Financial and other “inducements” 
offered by some cable firms caused 
one to ask the state cable commission 
to investigate the propriety of such of- 


fers. 
Continental, in addition to its televi- 


sion subscriber services, offered 
Newton $1 million for a media center 
to be paid for by subscribers over the 
15-year life of the contract. It also of- 
fered a separate institutional system 
for use by the city, schools, hospitals 
and other agencies,

“The final selection of the CATV 
licensee was, therefore, left to a deci- 
sion as to which of the two Superior 
applicants should be chosen,” the 
report said. “The evaluation of the 
features indicated that the two ap- 
plicants each possessed different 
relative strengths. The decision- 
making process focused on which of 
these were most important to Newton 
subscribers.” 


“Although Warner Amex offered an 
extremely competitive service,” the 
Teport went on to say, “they were 
relatively weak in the areas of in- 
stallation policies, provisions for low- 
income and elderly, and premium 
service rates.”

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Newton-Wellesley 
nurses vote to strike 


NEWTON LOWER FALLS — 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital has been 
officially notified that its nurses voted 
by a 2-1 margin last week to go out on 
strike at 6 a.m. Wednesday, May 28. 

Registered nurses at the hospital 
are seeking representation by the 
Masssachusetts Nurses Association 
(MNA) to bargain collectively. 

“The public can be assured that 
Newton-Wellesley, working with its 
sister hospitals, will continue to meet 
the health care needs of the communi- 
ty,’ William C. Christenson, ex- 
ecutive director of Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, said after notification of the 
impending strike. 

Newton-Wellesley registered 
nurses voted in March on whether or 
not they wished to be represented by 
the MNA. 

The ballots were impounded after 
the election because the hospital ap- 
pealed a ruling by the regional Na-

tional Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
that said the registered nurses alone 
would constitute a bargaining unit. 

The hospital feels the bargaining 
unit should include all professionals 
at the hospital—pharmacists, dieti- 
cians, social workers, therapists and 
medical technologists as well as the 
nurses. 

The MNA threatened a strike if the 
appeal was not withdrawn. 

“The hospital is taking all 
necessary steps to ensure that it con- 
tinues to be adequately staffed,” 
Christenson said’ “and that all 
employees, including staff nurses who 
want to work, can do so and that pa- 
tients and their visitors will have nor- 
mal access to the hospital.”” 

According to Newton Fire Chief Ed-

WEST NEWTON — The trial of 
Diana F. Ossigner, charged with 
stealing more than $24,000 from 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s paychecks, 
was expected to enter its third day 
Friday, 

Mayor Mann testified Wednesday. 
A motion by defense attorney Terry 
Segal to have him detail his finances 
for the court was withdrawn after 
lunch. 

Ossigner, 39, of West Newton faces 
44 counts of larceny. She is accused of 
cashing and keeping the funds from 58 
of the mayor’s paychecks which he 
allegedly told her to deposit in the city 
credit union account. 

Evidence apparently refuting 
testimony of a key prosecution 
witness was submitted Wednesday. 

In his opening remarks, Assistant 
District Attorney John Lawlor said 
the prosecution would provide ‘‘three 
eyewitnesses” who would testify that 
they saw Ossinger cash Mann's 
paychecks ‘“‘on a number of occa- 


ted 


sions” at tellers’ windows in the city 
treasurer's office on the first floor of 
City Hall. 

The first of those eyewitnesses, 
teller Floriana Pignatelli, said that 
she could distinctly remember Oss- 
inger cashing paychecks for herself 
and Mann on Dec. 27, the most recent 
date on which the offense is alleged to 
have occurred. 

But during cross-examination 
defense attorney Thomas Segal pro- 
duced bank records showing that Oss- 
inger’s Dec. 27 paycheck had been 
deposited by mail on Jan. 3 in a local 
branch of the Shawmut Bank. 

Asked by Segal if she wished to 
change her testimony after seeing 
tat evidence, Pignatelli said she did 
not. 

That exchange came near the end of 
five hours of testimony in the opening 
day of the trial in a coutroom crowded 
with about 45 persons, many of them 
friends and supporters of Ossinger.

Ethel Sheehan, recommended by the 
Land Use Committee, was recon- 
sidered, then defeated on an 11-12 
vote. 

Opponents argued the measure 
would make it difficult to construct 
low income housing in the city. 

Mrs. Sheehan said her intent was 
only to give the board control for the 
first time over the density and design 
of multi-family housing in Business A 
and B Districts. 

The board had approved the amend- 
ment earlier this month without 
debate. Ald. Richard McGrath moved 
reconsideration after he realized the 
proposal was on the docket. 

-The plan had been discussed during 
a public hearing and within commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Sheehan said it should 
not be reconsidered because McGrath 
had missed the item. 

Board President Matthew Jefferson 
said the amendment would be a 
“backward step.” Housing in 
business districts is a less intensive 
use, he said, and there are only a few 
places in the city where that kind of 
development is possible. 

The Sheehan amendment, Jefferson 
said, is a reaction to “something that 
slipped through the cracks,” an ap- 


parent reference to a recent plan to 
construct attached housing on land 
zoned for business at the Oak Hill 
shopping area. 

The Oak Hill plan might have been 
an “impetus” but the reason for the 
amendment, Mrs. Sheehan said, ad- 
ding the housing proposal did take the 
neighborhood by surprise. 

There is a risk, she said, of similar 
housing construction in the Newton 
Centre business area. It's better to 
have the legislation on the books, Mrs. 
Sheehan said, than to wait for a pro- 
blem. 

McGraff said if the board approved 
the special permit requirement, the 
legislation could be used to block low 
income housing. 

“That's nonsense,” Ald. Ernest 
Dietz respondent. The amendment, he 
said, would only give the board con- 
trol over high rise apartment 
buildings.

Registry 
reminders 


On the theory that a number of motor 
vehicle operators aren't aware of the more 
severe penalties for driving while drunk, 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles recently 
issued pertinent reminders. : 

They are deserving of special attention 
in the interest of public safety. While 
alcoholic drivers on occasion wipe 
themselves out, too frequently the fatal in- 
juries are to somebody else. This goes for 
drug users as well. 

Here is what the Registry offered by way 
of warning. : 

—tThe first conviction for driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs carries a 
one-year mandatory revocation of the 
driver's license. It also results in adding a 
one-year $200 surcharge to the driver’s 
future insurance premiums. 

—A second conviction within three 
years results in a $425 surcharge and a 
third conviction carries one of $679. 

—Operators younger than 18 may not 
drive between 1 a.m. and 5 a.m. unless ac- 
companied by a parent or guardian. 

District courts have been doing a good 
job in handling the drunk driving cases, 
with a compulsory education course and 
assessment of court costs. That’s an after- 
the-act remedial action. Registry informa- 
tion is a before-the-act bit of advice that is 
important. 


A brief ride? 


The 4th Congressional District seat 
vacated by five-termer Rev. Robert F. 
Drinan could be a here today, gone tomor- 
row prize. That’s why a number of 
hopefuls have had second thoughts after 
filing. 

State Sen. Edward Burke of Fram- 
ingham raised about 4,500 endorsees in his 
home area. In less than two weeks, he had 
decided he would stick by his reasonably 
safe bid for Senate re-election rather than 
chance submersion in a large Congres- 
sional field. 

Burke’s decision was influenced by the 
fact that Massachusetts will almost surely 
lose one of its Congressional districts after 
the decennial census. Most of the political 
sharps are looking for the 4th District to be 
chopped up and absorbed in a realign- 
ment. 

The Drinan successor this fall would 
have an entirely new ball game. House 
Speaker Tip O'Neill could be reaching out 
from Cambridge to take some. Other 
pieces could go into the district now ruled 
by Cong. Margaret Heckler. Here’s a 
thought for the revisionists: The western 
suburbs are entitled to a cohesive, well- 
integrated district. That is the way the 1982 
realignment should go, if it is indeed re- 
quired.

MX missle program approved

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Despite the fact that the Oil Impo! 
military experts are in sharp disagreement over 
whether or not the proposed MX Missile represents 
the best system for our national defense, the House 
has voted to go ahead with this massive $56 billion 
project. 

This proposal, the largest public works program 
in all of history, has run into serious problems even 
in conservative southeast. There the population has 
raised objections to the ecological and social effects 
of digging thousands of miles of underground 
tracks to hide the missiles. In response to this op- 
position, the Pentagon came up with a new plan two 
weeks ago. It now proposes to shuttle the missiles in 
trucks along roadways to 4,000 launching points. 

Incredibly, the House has voted to move ahead 
with this hastily-devised plan. I voted for an amend- 
ment which would have halted development until 
more study had been completed. I will continue to 
oppose development of this ill— conceived system. 

Beyond the tremendous inflationary effects of 
such a project, beyond the waste or our resources it 
represents, beyond the frightening damage to our 
environment, the simple fact is that this further 
escalation of the arms race will only force the 
Soviets to develop enough weapons to counteract it, 
thus making the MX obsolete in a few years. 

This past week we had more than 150 members of 
the House voting to halt the MX. I hope that in 
future votes this number will grow, and that we can 
build a coalition strong enough to stop this multi-

Margaret Thatcher was there. 

So were Hua Guofeng, Indira Gandhi, 
Masayoshi Ohira, King Baudouin of the 
Belgians, three other crowned heads and 
several turbanned ones. 

Also presidents as disparate as Ken- 
neth Kaunda of Zambia, Urhu Kekkonen 
of Finland and Kim I] Sung of North 
Korea. 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe of the 
world’s newest independent state, Zim- 
babwe, was there. 

And, of course, Leonid Brezhnev. 

But not Jimmy Carter. 

To read some interpretations of the 
symbolism of the event and the 
significance of that absence, the seeds of 

World War III may well have been sown 
right there in Belgrade at the funeral of 
Josip Broz Tito. 

The last rites for the Yugoslav presi- 
dent having occasioned the greatest 
assemblage of world leaders in recent 
years, the president of the United States 
is being roundly criticized at home and 
abroad for not being among them. 

The Yugoslavs are said to feel slighted 
that as surrogates they had to make do 
with a mere vice president and the first 
mother. 

The allies are rumored to be distress- 
ed that Carter failed to seize a potential- 
ly tension-easing opportunity for a per- 
sonal encounter with Brezhnev.

Almost everybody in Washington likes 
Ed Muskie. So there has been a sym- 
pathetic audience for his debut as 
secretary) of state. Too sympathetic in 
fact. 

For Secretary Muskie is off to a rocky 
start. He has turned his back on his best 
shot. He has run after events in ways 
that are likely to flash bad signals to the 
Russians, the allies and this country. 

Washington represents Muskie’s 
richest opportunity. There has been no 
serious, comprehensive review of 
foreign policy since the Nixon-Kissinger 
critique of early 1969. Not surprisingly 
public opinion is in fragments. The 
various components of the executive 
branch and the Congress are at sixes and 
sevens on every major policy issue. The 
country does not know its own mind on 
Russia, on Iran, on the Persian Gulf, on 
Israeli-Arab affairs and, perforce, on 


relations with the allies. 
The ideal time for a sorting out of 
views, to be sure, is not now. 


Bureaucrats tend to play cagey games 
at election time. But nothing very good is 
going to happen anywhere in the world 
until the U.S. organizes its views. 

Muskie is the right man for that job. 
He has the political clout and the ques- 
tioning skills to force out relevant com- 
ment — not only in the State Department 
but from all other departments and 
agencies. He has the orderly mind and 
analytic penetration required for the for- 
mulation of sweeping ideas. So during 
the coming months he has a chance to 
take the town, as it were, to develop the 
intellectual framework for a new set of 
basic foreign policy choices. 

Unfortunately Muskie has allowed his 
friends in the Congress and State 
Department to enlist him in their causes.

Freedom of Information 


Very shortly my Subcommittee on Government 
Information and Individual Rights will hold hear- 
ings on a bill which would largely exempt the FBI 
and CIA from compliance with the Freedom of In- 
formation Act (FOIA). This act, which I helped to 
write, is based on the notion that a Democracy can- 
not operate as a secret police state. It has done 
much to help uncover abuses of power in govern- 


While the CIA and FBI continue to blame the 
FOIA and alleged Congressional Committee leaks 
for their lack of prestige and effectiveness, they 
have been unable to cite even one instance in which 
compliance with the act, has endangered their 
legitimate operations or the nation’s security. In 
fact, the act in no way requires these agencies to 
give up information endangering national security. 

At our forthcoming subcommittee hearings we 
will hear testimony from journalists, historians, 
and private citizens regarding the usefulness of the 
FOIA, as well as hearing from the FBI and CIA. 

I intend to continue to fight for a strong FOIA, 
and to oppose efforts to return to the secrecy and in- 


telligence abuses of the past.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Retirement is 
serious business. It takes guts, brains, 
planning and an acknowledgement of 
the facts of life.

—Put them all in a safety deposit 
box and tell your family where it is 
and what is in it. 

—File legal and business papers by 
category. That would include bank- 
ing, insurance, stocks and bonds, real 
estate and personal property. Write 
down as much information as possible 
under each heading, even if does not 
seem important.

—One category should be Social! 
Security. It is best to write down your 
Social Security number and keep the 
card itself in your safety deposit box, | 
along with the location of the nearest 
office of the Social Security Board.

Stacking job deck in your favor 


NEW YORK (UPI) — More people 
will be competing for fewer available 
jobs as the economy goes into reces- 
sion and those who devise a strategy 
can stack the deck in their favor, says 
the head of an executive recruitment 
and consulting firm. 

Myron Chefetz, chairman of Wells 
Management Corp., the U.S. sub- 
sidiary of BIS, France, the huge per- 
sonnel firm, says Wells already has 
seen a reduction in the number of 
placements it makes. The slowdown 
in hiring began late last year and ac- 
celerated through the first quarter of 
1980, he said. 

“Companies that don’t hesitate to 
hire in a boom cycle are now taking 
another look,’’ Chefetz said. ‘Maybe 
last week they wanted a new 
employee but when we call with a can- 
didate they say they’ve decided to 
wait a while.” 

Based on experience in Well’s 33 of- 
fices nationwide, the slowdown has 
been spotty. 

“New York still is pretty strong, but 
surprisingly we’ve seen the first 
weakening in years in the 
Southwest,”’ he said. 

Not only is hiring down, but com- 
panies are beginning to lay off 
management and administrative per- 
sonnel. ‘‘They are feeling a squeeze

and when this happens, he said, ‘‘they 
look around and ask, ‘Who don’t we 
need?” 

If you suddenly find yourself look- 
ing for a job, however, there are ways 
to stack the deck in your favor and the 
first is to use such firms as his wisely, 
Chefetz said. 

“Our income is strictly from the 
employer and the candidate should 
behave accordingly,” said Chefetz. 
“The industry is becoming increas- 
ingly scientific in selecting can- 
didates for a job. It’s no longer just 
‘Hey, you might be right for this job.’ 

“But remember that while the com- 
pany is interested in how closely the 
candidate matches his particular job 
the consultant is interested in his 
‘marketability’ for a number of jobs,”” 
Chefetz said. 

Do research before a particular in- 
terview, Chefetz suggests. Check 
directories such as Standard & Poor’s 
or Dun and Bradstreet’s for products 
and for sales figures. The firm’s an- 
nual report not only will give you 
valuable information about its 
business, it will clue you about the im- 
age it wishes to project. 

Go over the interview in your mind 
but don’t over-rehearse to the point 
where you sound stilted. 

Answer questions fully. A simple

yes or no doesn’t tell the interviewer 
much about how you would handle a 
particular situation. Cite relevant 
past experience. 

At the same time don’t be afraid to 
ask questions. That will not only 
evidence a high level of interest, but 
demonstrate your knowledge of the 
company. 

Don't be afraid to ask questions 
about the job, and not only obvious 
ones about salary and respon- 
sibilities. Ask if the job is a new one, if 
you will have a staff working for you 
and if so their level of experience. Ask 
about the reasonable prospects for ad- 
vancement. 

Be honest about why you are there, 
why you are looking for a job. Decide 
beforehand what factors are most im- 
portant to you — salary, position, 
benefits — and discuss them. 

You don’t have to call attention to 
your faults but don’t try to be perfect, 
Chefetz said. The interviewer won't 
believe you and you'll lose credibility. 

See if you can zero in on what the in- 
terviewer is seeking and target your 
responses in that direction. 

Respond to humor but do not in- 
itiate it. A job interview in not a social 
occasion, Chefetz said, no matter how 
friendly or informal the interviewer 
May seem.

With advancing age, Havighurst in- 
dicated, a stubborn determination to 
hang on can follow.

“We asked at what age would you 
like to retire,’’ he said. “Up to about 
age 50 they all said ‘as soon as possi- 
ble.’ Then at 55 there came a cutting 
point where they said ‘I don’t want to 
retire at 65.’ 

“There's no question _that 
somewhere in the mid 50s comes this 
shifting around and facing the 
realities.” 

Havighurst is one of those pro- 
fessors who prefer to stick in there. At 
almost 15 years after retirement age, 
he is still working at full throttle. 

He advises those who feel as he does 
to do the same — if they can.

The military academies, 
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Pro and anti busing forces will challenge decision

LOS ANGELES 
(UPI) — A state court 
judge denied a request 
by the Los Angeles 
School Board Monday to 
abandon compulsory 
racial busing, ordering 
the program expanded 
to cover all grades in 
years to come — but on- 
ly in the general area of 
the students’ homes. 

Superior Court Judge 
Paul Egly’s decision 
climaxed years of argu- 
ment over integrating 
the nation’s second 
largest school district. 
It was expected to be 
challenged by appeals 
from both pro and anti- 
busing forces. 

The judge gave the 
school board guidelines, 


dividing the sprawling 
district into 11 zones and 
directing that racial 
busing be confined 
within the zones — 
eliminating the longest 
Tides anti-busing forces 
said have been driving 
Anglo children out of the 
district. Anglo enroll- 
ment is already only 
about a quarter of the 
system. 

But the zone plan may 
also confine integration 
efforts to neighborhoods 
that are populated most- 
ly by one racial group, 
such as heavily black 
south Los Angeles and 
largely Mexican- 
American east Los 
Angeles. 

It would end busing 
across the Santa Monica 
mountains between the 


central city and the 
mostly Anglo San Fer- 
nando Valley, heart of 
the anti-busing 
movement. 

In denying a request 
by the school board, and 
the anti-busing grou 
Bustop, for an all- 
voluntary plan, the 
judge said it would be 
“neither reasonab'e nor 
realistic” and ' treats 
minority (race) 
children wih less con- 
cern than other children 
in the district...” 

Board members — 
who have mostly won 
election in recent years 
on anti-busing _plat- 
forms — have not shown 
a commitment to in- 
tegrate the schools, the 
judge said, “even if 
given more time.” 


“In view of the forego- 
ing, the court intends to 
find it has no option 
available other than to 
intervene actively in the 
supervision of the 
preparation and im- 
plementation of a a 
Teasonably feasible 
desegregtion plan...” 

The court case began 
in 1963 and has been in 
Egly’s hands since 1977, 

The school board, 
under Egly’s order, 
began a busing program 
with the 1978-79 school 
year, applying only to 
some schools and only to 
the fourth through 
eighth grades. 

The racial makeup of 
the districts has chang- 
ed considerably since 
the suit was filed in 1963 
by Mary Ellen 


Crawford. 

Miss Crawford charg: 
ed the attendance area 
of her high school seem- 
ed to be gerrymandered 
to form an almost all- 
black school while 
another school nearby 
seemed to have a 
similar attendance area 
shaped to make it 
almost all-white. 

A trial court judge, 
the late Alfred Gitelson, 
agreed in 1971. The 
State Supreme Court 
upheld Gitelson in 1976 
and remanded the case 
back to the Superior 
Court for remedy. 

Egly has had the mat- 
ter since 1977 and has 
permitted a school 
district plan to go into 
effect pending delibera- 
tions on whether it was 


adequate and would 
work. Egly said it was 
an initial effort and it 
has been _ further 
modified with hearings 
underway since last 
September. 

The court-mandated 
busing began in 
September of 1978, but 
only after other legal 
conflicts. 

A stay of the busing 
order was granted by 
the 2nd District Court of 
Appeals which the State 
Supreme Court over- 
turned. U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice William 
Rehnquist refused to 
hear an appeal to 
reinstate the stay. 

Last week, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled 
against proponents of a 
Metropolitan plan in 


Atlanta, who sought to 
have suburban: school 
districts combihed with 
the Atlanta district for 
purposes of integration. 

Last week, theJustice 
Department filed mo- 
tions and a proposed 
suit in U.S. District 
Court in Houston seek- 
ing to add 22 suburban 
school districts.to a 23- 
year-old school 
desegregation _ case 
against the Heuston In- 
dependent ~ School 
District. 

It was the first time 
the Justice Department 
had sought to force a 
desegregation remedy 
involving both suburban 
and _inter-city» school 
districts although 
citizen groups have pro- 
posed similar actions in 
other cities.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
The military service 
academies — Navy, Ar-

United States 
senators and represen- 
tatives nominate 75 per- 
cent of the cadets enter- 
ing. The remaining 25 
percent are nominated 
by the Departments of 
the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Coast Guard 
to compete for service- 
connected cadetships. 


A profile on a recent 

class at the U.S.M.A., 
for one example, show 
72 percent rank in the 
first fifth of their high 
school graduuting class. 
The average scholastic 
aptitude test scores are 
584 verbal and 628 math. 
Perfect SATS are 800 for 
verbal; the same for 
math. 
In the class of 1981,

New theory 
on obesity 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Doctors who for years preach- 
ed overeating is the prime cause of obesity may 
have to eat their words. New research shows that, 
in some cases, overweight may result from the 
body's inability to burn excess calories. 

The new theory, outlined in the current Journal of 
the American Medical Association, tends to explain 
why some people get fat while others eat at will 


without gaining a pound. 


The normal body, it said, compensates for 
overeating by burning the excess calories taken in. 
The calorie-burning process is centered in the 
body’s small store of brown fat — a heat-producing 
tissue that gets its name from its brownish hue. 

But, researchers found, some people lack the 
physical ability to burn the excess calories. In- 
stead, the extra calories are stored — and the peo- 


ple get fat. 


The new theory is proposed by Dr. Michael Stock 
and graduate student Nancy Rothwell, at the Queen 
Elizabeth College in London, a group led by Dr. 
George A. Bray of Harbor University of the 
California-Los Angeles Medical Center, and others 
in both England and Canada. 

Research on both rats and humans showed 
overfeeding induces calorie burning — apparently 
centered on brown fat. Such diet-induced burning of 
calories may be a primary factor in maintaining 
normal body weight, researchers said. 

“Tt appears that one possible explanation for the 
development of obesity in man is that certain peo- 
ple without this capacity to turn on dietary-induced 
thermogenesis may be those who store food as fat, 
whatever their intake, rather than burning off 
calories in heat,” said Bray. 

But researchers still don't know what controls the 
mechanism that causes the ‘brown fat” to burn 


calories.

Silent Killer 


High blood peassure has no symp- 
toms in its early stages but if afflicts 
one out of ten people in the United 
States. Most people who have high 
blood pressure do not realize it and if 
it is not recognized in its early stages, 
tragic complications may result. 
Although high blood pressure does not 
go away and requires life-long treat- 
ment, people with this disease can 
lead a normal life as long as they keep 
up with prescribed treatment. 

High blood pressure has come to be 
recognized as the leading cause of 
heart failure, stroke and kidney 
failure. Other threats to high blood 
pressure victims are the increased 
possibilities of hardening of the 
arteries, atherosclerosis, blood clots, 
aneurysm, holes in brain cell,s 
enlarged heart fibers, scarring, liver 
damage, lung damage, spleen 
damage and blindness. 

Anyone can get high blood pressure 
but it seems that the highest incidence 
has been found in the middle 30’s age 
bracket. It has also been discovered 
that high blood pressure is more com- 
mon among males and blacks at an 
earlier age. However, the disease 
tends to occur more frequently in 
females as they reach old age. 

In the past, society often ignored 
the silent killer, giving more attention 
and money to fight more dramatic 
diseases. However, tthe increased 
prevalence of high blood pressure has 
finally attained widespread public at- 
tention in the past few years. 
past few years. 

Several organizations and pro- 
grams have been established to in- 
crease public awareness of the 
dangers and prevention of high blood- 
pressure. In addition, numerous 
screening centers have been set up 
throughout the country in super- 
markets, banks, schools, churches, 
special vans, clinics and hospitals 
where people may walk in and have 
their blood pressure checked. Screen- 
ing is also done through government 
programs and the Community 
Hypertension Evaluation Cllinic, a 
screening center sponsored in every 
city by the local chapter of the 
American Heart Association. More 
and more physicians and hospitals 
throughout the country have in- 
corporated the routine of recording 

their patients’ blood pressure every 


control and hopefully prevent high 
blood presssre. As a means of detec- 
ting and controlling high blood 
pressure, one should have his or her 
blood pressure checked regularly and 
when medical treatment is required, 
close adherence to the attending 
physician’s advice is urged. Other 
measures people should exercise on a 
regular basis are: weight control, ex- 
ercise and limited intake of salt, 
alchol, coffee, tea and cholesterol. 


Since stress will increase the outpour- 
ing of certain hormones which will in- 
crease blood pressure and heart rate, 
individuals must learn to manage 
their level of stress. Two of many 
recommended ways are yoga and 
biofeedback. 

Join the fight against the silent 
killer by exercising these preventivie 
measures, and by also encouraging 
family members and friends to close- 
ly monitor their blood pressure.

their clients. 

One of the new services is finding 
“respitcare.” This means looking for 
a bed in a facility for a short period of 
time so that family members may 
have some relief from constant care. 

There are many isolated and lonely 
people in the community. The Centre 
has established “caring — calls” 
whereby staff members call in- 


companions who have had experience 
in geriatrics to care for clients in their 
homes. 

Directors Joanne Cooper and Ann 
Peck founded The Geriatric 
Rescource Centre to provide informa- 
tion and assistance to older people 
and their families as they face the 
problems of advancing age. 

It is the goal of this service to help 
older people remain in their homes as 
long as possible. 

Ms. Cooper and Peck feel that pro- 
viding a companion for an elderly per- 
son requires the same personalized 
approach as their other services 
which include securing alternative 
living accommandations and nursing 
home placement. 

Companions are available days, 
nights and weekends on a full time or 
part time basis. For further informa-

At present, Norwood Hospital has 275 
beds and by 1984 it should have 325. 
When this addition is completed, 
Norwood Hospital will be the only 
community hospital in New England 
with a complete range of facilities. 
Accompanying this new facility will 
be additional parking for patients and 
visitors. The net result of the 
Hospital's expansion project will be 
the provision of a ‘‘good solid health 
facility” to surrounding communities. 
Norwood Hospital reveled in 
several accomplishments during 1979, 
one of which was the 43 bed NORCAP 
Lodge in Foxboro, an intermediate 
alcoholism treatment center opened 
in November 1979. In late 1979, Nor- 
wood Hospital installed the IBM 4331 
computer system, a system which on- 
ly a few hospitals in the country have. 
The Hospital was also awarded a full 
2-year reaccreditation (the highest 
achievable rating) by the Joint Com- 
mission of Accreditation of Hospitals. 
During 1979, the pulmonary func- 
tion laboratory was expanded with 
necessary new equipment and a non- 
invasive vascular lab was establish-

ed. As a result of a management 
systems study of the Operating Room, 
the Hospital is making improvements 
in such areas as scheduling, space 
utilization, supplies and staffing. New 
equipment acquired by the Hospital 
include: cardiac monitors, an ACA 
lab analyzer, a microcomputer in the 
Nuclear Medicine Department and 
computerized ultra sound equipment 
in the Radiology Department. 

New TV_ sets were installed 
throughout the Hospital. All patient 
TV sets are connected to a new closed 
circuit TV antenna which enables the 
education staff to bring to the bedside 
information and instruction about a 
patient’s disease and the recommend- 
ed treatment. This service is 
available to the patient at no extra 
cost. The staff at Norwood Hospital 
believe that their patients should be 
educated in proper health care and 
preventive medicine. In 1979, a Stroke 
Education Program was established 
and is aimed at multi-disciplinary 
stroke education and prevention. The 
Nutrition Service now provides 
various programs of education and 
service, including individual patient 
counseling, participation in communi- 
ty health fairs, career counseling and 
aradio broadcast on station WJMQ. 

A number of patient services were 
expanded during 1979. Improved 
physician coverage for psychiatric 
emergencies is now available and a 
full time psychiatric nurse clinician 
has been retained to deal with crisis 
situations. 

The Pharmacy’s hours of service 
were expanded to approximately 14 
hours per day, 364 days of the year. 
More than 1500 bottles of 
hyperalimentation (special IV nutri- 
tion) solution were prepared and 
distributed. In conjunction with Nurs- 
ing, the Pharmacy implemented a 
new medication cart system that will 
maximize accuracy and nurse effi- 
ciencv. 

On October 12, 1979, the | Norwood 
Hospital Intercommunity Foundation 
co-sponsored a very successful dinner 
dance with the New England Patriots 
at Schaefer Stadium. The proceeds 
were forwarded to a fund for the Bir- 
thing Center. This new addition to the 
Maternity floor which, like its 
predecessors, the Childbirth Educa- 
tion Programs, Rooming-in, sibling 
visits and the Regency Room adds 
another dimension to services offered 
to expectant parents at the Norwood 
Hospital. 

The Norwood Hospital Birthing 
Center is designed to offer an alter- 
native to parents who wish to combine 
a “home-like” atmosphere with the 
security of modern technology found 
only within a hospital setting. This 
program and the birthing room itself 
are planned around those couples who 
wish their baby to be born in as 
natural setting as possible.

of new parents concerning the im- 
portance of dual participaton, in- 
volvement and “bonding” during the 
birthing process, the Birthing Center 
should be a natural extension of the 
existing Childbirth Education alread 
existing at Norwood Hospital. 
Renovation is expected to begin this 
year at the site of the present Fathers’ 
Waiting Room South II. 

The night before a mother and her 
newborn are discharged from Nor- 
wood Hospital, the new parents may 
enjoy 4 gourmet dinner in the 
Hospital’s Regency Room. The 
maitre d’ escorts the couple to their 
private reserved table, set in elegant 
china and crystal. Parents are 
presented a souvenir menu _per- 
sonalized with that first snapshot of 
the newborn and accompanied by a 
trustee account on the child’s behalf. 

The candle-lit dinner begins with a 
champagne toast followed by shrim 
cocktail, fresh fruit cup or French 
onion soup, salad and rolls. The main 
course selection includes chicken cor- 
don bleu, filet mignon or baked stuff- 
ed lobster. Each dinner comes with 
potato (baked stuffed with sour 
cream or French fried) and a 
vegetable (asparagus spears on 
cauliflower au gratin). Dessert is 
chosen from a selection including 
fresh whipped cream eclair, hot fudge 
sundae, strawberry sundae or fresh 
macaroons followed by coffee, tea or 
milk and an after dinner liqueur. 

Although this degree of elegance 
and charm may sound costly, it ac- 
tually has relatively little impact on 
the cost of maternity services, ac- 
cording to Assistant Administrator, 
William T.R. Holman, ‘Despite the 
fact that Norwood Hospital’s overall 
rates are comparatively low in to- 
day’s market place, we have never 
cut corners in providing top quality 
food and related services to our pa- 
tients,” states Holman. Holman at- 
tributed the very positive response to 
the patient food service, in general, 
and the success of the Regency Room, 
in particular, to the outstanding staff 
of the Food Services Department, 
headed by Director Robert D. 
Lehane. 

Holman explained that the Regency 
Room is one of several steps Norwood 
Hospital has taken to make its mater- 
nity services as attractive as possible. 
“Inasmuch as the maternity unit 
could presently be described as hav- 
ing unused service capacity,” he said, 
“‘if the: utilization increases by even a 
small percentage, the average cost 
per patient for these additional ser- 
vices can be decreased.”” 

On Sunday, February 24, 1980, the 
Norwood Hospital Family celebrated 
the dedication of the NORCAP Lodge 
in Foxboro. NORCAP Lodge, a 43 bed 
facility, is designed to guide patients 
through an intensive 28 day stay dur- 
ing which time the patient will be pro- 
vided with medical treatment, 
counseling, education and direction

The administrative staff at NOR- 
CAP include: David E. Wilson- 
Administrator of Alcoholism Ser- 
vices, Frank A. Seixas M.D. - Medical 
Director of NORCAP, John F. Kelly- 
Special Consultant for Alcoholism Af- 
fairs and Terry Wilson-Chief 
Counselor. 

The site of NORCAP is the old 
Walnut Lodge in Foxboro which was 
formerly a state run mental health in- 
stitution. After appeal to the state 
governing bodies, a bill was passed 
through the state legislature and sign- 
ed into law enabling the state to sell 
the Walnut Lodge property to Nor- 
wood Hospital for exclusive use as an 
alcoholism treatment facility. 

Terry Wilson states, ‘‘Our people 
become personally involved through 
the process of understanding and the 
offering of friendship which is a very 
important part of our treatment 
philosophy.” 

The treatment plan that is used at 
the NORCAP Lodge is designed to 
make each worker involved at some 
point with each patient, assuring that 
no patient “gets lost in the shuffle.” A 
complex system involving interfacing 
between primary _ counselors, 
psychosocial counselors provides 
maximum exposure of each patient 
and their needs to the entire staff. 
“Senior roommates” are involved in 
the orientation process of new pa- 
tients, to ease the transition into the 
facility that will become their home 
for 28 days. One-to-one therapy and 
group therapy complement one 
another in a series of meetings, which 
begin with general sessions and 
gradually develop into indepth 
counseling, concentrating on the uni- 
que problems and needs of each pa- 

ent as an individual. Each week a 
“team conference” is scheduled 
where the physician, nurses, 
counselors and other support persons 
share with each other their insight 
and perceptions on the progress and 
status of each patient. Through this 
system, each patient is guided 
through well-defined plan of treat- 
ment that culminates in the fourth 
week of their stay with intensive 
preparation for a return to the com- 
munity. This stage will many times

CAP offers “Reality Therapy.” ses- 
sions for several years on Friday 
mornings and more recently on Mon- 
day evenings, as well. These sessions, 
running in 20 week cycles, offer, ac- 
cording to Terry, ‘‘a cognitive and 
didactic kind of therapy that seems 
most helpful in aiding patients com- 
ing to grips with their disease as we 
can and “Reality Therapy” is another 
vehicle whereby we can effect this.” 

The nursing staff at Norwood 
Hospital promotes better living by 
caring for each patient as an in- 
dividual. 

Jennie Babel, R.N., Supervisor of 
Nurses states, ‘What makes the Nor- 
wood Hospital stand apart from the 
bigger health care facilities in Boston 
is the way we care about our patients.

The Nursing Department promotes 
extensive education programs design- 
ed for the nursing staff, the Hospital 
staff, student affiliates, patients and 
their farnilies. 


While patient education has always 
been conducted on a one to one basis, 
in 1963 the use of closed circuit televi- 
sion for limited patient education in 
the obstetrical area of the Hospital 
was initiated. In June of 1963, for in- 
stance, ‘‘How to Bathe a Baby” was 
started and became a twice weekly 
program. In September of 1963, an ad- 
ditional closed circuit program on

Dust and ash 
spreading over North 
America from Mount St. 
Helens could have an in- 
creased effect on New 
England’s weather or 
environment if there are 
additional eruptions, a 
geologist who studied 
the volcano last month 
says. 


But Dr. Richard 
Kadle said the giant 
cloud of soot which 
spewed from the 
volcano earlier this 
week, darkening skies 
over Washington, Idaho 
and Montana, will pro- 
bably have dissipated 
too much to have any 
noticeable impact by 
the time it reaches the 
eastern United States 
today. 


“By the time it 
reaches the East Coast, 
it will be so dispersed 
and extremely fine ef- 
fects on vegetation will 
be essentially __ nil,” 
Kadle said Tuesday. “I 
think it’s very unlikely 
they’ll even be able to 
see it (ash residue) on 
cars.”

Eye injuries suffered 
in raquet sports have 
more than doubled over 
the past five years. Ten- 
nis, squash and raquet 
ball were responsible 
for some 4.000 ocular in- 
juries last year, up from 
less the 2,000 in 1973, ac- 
cording to the Mass. 
Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness 
(MSPB). 

To prevent such in- 
juries, the Mass. Society 
urges all _ players- 
whether or not they nor- 
mally wear eyeglasses - 
to use special protective 
eyewear. 

“As the popularity of 
these non-contact sports 
continues to rise, so 
does the threat of eye 
damage among 
players,” reports Paul 
Vinger, M.D., Medical 
Advisory Committe and 
well-known 
ophthalmologist 
specializing in eye in- 
juries in sports. ‘‘A ten- 
nis ball that — feels 
relatively soft becomes 
a hard missile at speeds 
which can exceed 100 
miles per hour. The 
smaller the ball, the 
greater the potential to 
injure eyes. Uprotected 
eyes are left open to in- 

lury and possible vision 

pairment, most of 
which could be 
prevented,” Dr. Vinger 
added. 


Eye safety is as im- 
portant for the seasoned 
player as it is for the 
casual beginner. 
Recognition of this bact 
is underscored by a re- 
cent Canadian Recquet- 
ball Association regula- 
tion making eye protec- 
tin mandatory for all 
tournament par- 
ticipants. 

“Safety eyewear can 
absorb the impact of the 
ball or racquet- and 
spare the eye’’ Dr. 
Vinger advised.

Tumultuous | 
times innursing

Nursing, a profession in tumult and 
change, gives the healthcare industry 
plenty of headaches these days. 

Change gives the nation such 
specialists as nurse practitioners, 
nurse midwives and nurse health care 
advocates — who help patients get 
everything from second opinions on 
recommendations for operations to 
free shots for poor children. 


Tumult comes from hospital 
politics and poor job conditions, set- 
ting the scene for a growing flight 
from fulltime jobs in hospitals. About 
40 percent of the nation’s available 
nursepower is out of the job market at 
any given time. 

Two nurses in every five drop out 
for an average of six years — stars in 
their eyes blanked out by conditions 
far removed from what they ex- 


pected. In a new survey, RN 
magazine claims nine percent run up 
the white flag for good. 

The report said: 


“‘Self-realization and fulfillment are 
clearly nurses’ highest priorities.” 

The things they gripe about, the RN 
report said, include arrogant doctors, 
politics, red tape, fragmentation of 
patient care, bad hours, too much 
bedmaking and low pay. 

Barbara Nichols, president of the 
American Nurses Association, said 
only 980,000 of the nation’s 1.4 million 
licensed nurses are in the workforce 
these days. 

She thinks nurses need more 
chances to contribute to the say over 
what goes on in hospitals. They want 
their voices heard by planners, ad- 
ministrators and trustees. 

Ms. Nichols is director of in-service 
education at St. Mary Hospital’s 
Medical Center in Madison, Wis. 

Sara Tatem, president of the 
American Society for Nursing Service 
Administrators of the American 
Hospital Association, said:

“T know of no hospital in the nation 
without a problem — especially when 
it comes to getting nurses for the 
harder areas such as the critical and 
intensive care units. 

“Nurses must work afternoons, 
nights, weekends and it is difficult. 
We — hospitals — never close.” 

Ms. Tatem, assistant administrator 
and director of nursing affairs at the 
Fairfax Hospital in Falls Church, Va., 
said a bright spot on the nursing front 
is an improvement in the doctor-nurse 
relationship — an area pocked with 
feuds for decades. 


“T think nurses and physicians are 
closer today than ever," she said. ‘I 
believe it is probably the result of the 
demonstrated ability of nurses. The 
doctor is recognizing the nurse for 
new responsibilities she assumes. 

“He recognizes that he is probably 
more dependent on her than in the 
past. 

“To me, there is an ever increasing 
respect — one for the other, as he gets 
busier, as the practice of medicine 
becomes more complex. 

“Patients in many hospitals are 
sicker, demand more care. What 
many young nurses can do with the 
new technologies is simply incredible 
in the intensive and neonatal care 
areas, 

“Nursing has become a vital part of 
treatment today. It was more a ser- 
vice before. Take a the immediate 
post-op period. Or in a coronary care 
unit. She manages patient care. She is 
on the frontline.” 

Being on that frontline is one reason 
for another problem. Burnout. 

Ms. Nichols said the shortage of 
trained nurses in the critical and in- 
tensive care units puts those on staff 
under tremendous pressure — stress, 
emotional and physical fatigue 
leading to burnout. 

“Nurse burnout in critical care 
units is a national phenonomen,”’ she 
said.

.S. boycott

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) — 
Robert Helmick wants to run a sub-5 
minute mile, provide more com- 
petitive opportunities for amateur 


- athletes and send the U.S. Olympic 


team to the Moscow Summer Games. 
Helmick, a 43-year-old Des Moines 
attorney, is president of the Amateur 
Athletic Union and a member of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee since 1972. 
“T participated until not too many 
years ago,” he said, ‘‘and I see sport 
as a very good social reform. I want to 
give others the opportunity to com- 
te,” 


Helmick has the same enthusiasm 
for sports as he did when he played 
water polo 20 years ago. His time on 
club teams from 1960-1974 included a 
stint as manager of the U.S. water 
polo team that won a bronze medal at 
the Munich Olympics in 1972. 

The USOC is suffering severe cash 
flow problems, Helmick said, because 
people feel since the U.S. team is 
boycotting the Moscow Summer 
Games, the USOC doesn’t need any 
donations. 

“We're in a dilemma,” Helmick 
said. “We've got to have the Olympics 
go we can promote something exciting 
but we need the money for amateur 
athletes. 

“We're trying to change the image 
people have. They get all excited 
about the Olympic games but they 
need to be concerned about amateur 
athletics. Only 10 percent of the 
USOC’s money is used for the Olym- 
pics while the other 90 percent is used 
for the development of sport. 

“Fifty to 60 percent of our contribu- 
tions come in during an Olympic year 
and unfortunately people are cutting 
back — but understandably so.” 

Helmick said USOC's decision to 


support President Carter’s boycott of ° 


the summer Olympics has “increased 
tension internationally.” 

“After we voted for the boycott, we 
decided to work together so our 
athletes aren’t the only ones hanging 
out and not going,” he said. ‘Most of 
the other nations are unwilling to join 
the boycott.” 

Helmick said he is disturbed by the 
administration's efforts to get other 
countries to join the boycott, calling 


them “absolutely incorrect.” 

“My difficulty with the boycott is 
not to keep sports and politics 
separate,” he said. ‘I'm upset that 
we're using our athletes as a means of 
outrage against another country.” 

USOC is continuing to select teams 
to represent the United States, just as 
if it were sending teams to the games. 
But Helmick said many of the athletes 
are bitter. 

“The volleyball team has been 
working for the past two to three 
years at a training camp and you can 
imagine the feeling of despair there 
when they announced the boycott,” he 
said. “It's certainly a negative factor 
but it’s one we can overcome.” 


Helmick's two sons and two 
daughters are influenced sub- 
consciously by his sports interests, he 
said, and son John was a member of 
the U.S. national modern pentathlon 
team and U.S. champion in the 
modern triathlon in 1978. 

Helmick said he swims and runs 
almost every day, ‘‘and hopefully I'll 
run a mile under five minutes. 

“Not too many years ago, people 
looked at you funny if you jogged,” 
said the trim, chlorine-bleached blond 
attorney. “Now, I think everybody 
who wants to should have the op- 
fey to compete and this has 

my commitment.” 

Helmick’s commitment to both the 
USOC and AAU includes traveling to 
places like Lausanne, Paris, and Col- 
orado Springs, Colo., meeting with the 
1,200-member AAU staff twice a 
week, and aiding amateur athletes, 
Last month, he raised funds for the 
U.S. water polo team’s trip to 


Hungary. 

The AAU is a “grassroots” 
organization, he said, consisting of 3 
million members and 300,000 
volunteer workers who organize local 
meets. 

His goals as president the past two 
years were three-fold, including effec- 
tive reorganization of amateur 
athletics the United States, 
development of a comprehensive 
masters program and growth of the 
Junior Olympics program. 

“I'm satisfied and had we gone to 
Moscow, I think people would have 
seen the quality and caliber of 
athletes we've got,” he said. 


Average marathoner 
shrinking and aging 


The average runner in the 1980 
Boston Marathon (assuming such a 
being exists) was shorter, lighter, and 
older than his, or her counterpart in 
the 1979 event. As a group, the run- 
ners also had less stamina and slower 
times than those who competed in last 
year’s race, though women in general 
did markedly better than they did the 
year before. 

These and numerous other 
statistics have been compiled by the 
Honeywell Level 6 computer that 
scored and timed the race right at the 
finish line: Here's a quick rundown of 
the data; 

1. In 1979, the “typical” runner was 
5 feet 9 inches tall, weighed 147.6 
pounds, and was 34.5 years old. In 
1980, he “‘shrunk” one inch to 5 feet 8 
inches, lsot one-tenth of a pound to 
147.5, and aged three-tenths of a year 
to 34.8, 

Perhaps as a result of 
simultaneously getting smaller and 
older, the average runner took one 
minute and 25 seconds longer to com- 
plete the race (up from 3:01:15 in '79 
to 3:02:40 in '80), And all along 
everyone thought it was the heat that 
was causing the slower times.

True or false: Col- 
leges will beg for 
students in the 1980s as 
higher ed hits hard 
times. ‘False’ — says a 
“good news’ report 
from the American 
Council on Education. 

The Council forecast 
disputes earlier 
forecasts of a ‘‘depres- 
sion in higher educa- 
tion” which could 
teachers will hit the 
breadlines as schools 
scramble for students,

ment decline, widely 
estimated as high as 25 
percent in this decade, 
the ACE study figures 
there could be only a 
small decrease or a 
levelling or — even a 
slight increase.

Analysis and Research. 

That is a consortium 
of 21 higher education 
associations functioning 
@8 a research coor- 

dinating body. 


“The study shows that 
we may have been far 
more pessimistic about 
the outlook for student 
enrollments than is 
justified,” said J.W. 
Peltason, president of 
ACE, based in 
Washington, D.C. 

“It is clear that the 
decline in the so-called 
traditional college-age 
population group is not 
the only fact determin- 
ing the prospects for 
American higher educa- 
tion enrollments in the 
19803."

~ School math 
flunking demands 


NEW YORK (UPI) — School math, ailing for 
years, is flunking demands of the high technology 
~~“era — computers and calculators included, the Na- 
tional Council of Teachers of Mathematics said 
Wednesday in a new report. 

Among the findings of the report, which is entitl- 
ed “An Agenda for Action in the 1980s,"’ were: 

—School mathematics is not keeping pace with 
the changing needs dictated by developing 
technologies. 

—Most students are not taking as much 
mathematics in high school as they will need for 
their immediate or distant future. 

—The present shortage of qualified mathematics 
teachers in mathematics clasrooms is increasing 
dramatically. Many able ones prefer higher-paying 
jobs in industry. 

“Policy makers are not confronting the most 
urgent problems because the public has been 
diverted by a fixation on test scores,” said Shirley 
Hill, council president. 

“School mathematics rapidly is approaching a 
crisis stage as a result.”” 

Remedial actions recommended in the report 
timed for release as the council opened its annual 

"meeting, included: 

‘~~, —Three years of mathematics in grades 9-12 
should be required for all high schoo! graudates. 
These would not be the same courses for all and 
schools would have an obligation to make available 
diversified programs suited to varying needs and 
ability. 

-Srhool mathematics programs should take full 
advantage of the power of calculators and com- 
puters at all grade levels. 

"Teachers have an obligation to remain current 
by taking every opportunity for continuing educa- 
tion. A related obligation is that of the school 
districts to make these opportunities available. 

—Computer literacy should be a part of the 
education of every student. 


—School matheinatics at all levels should be 
organized around the development of problem- 
solving ability. . 

—The definition of basic skills in math must be 
broadened to include more than minimal computa- 
tional skill. Also basic are the skills of problem solv- 
ing, estimation, applying mathematics to eveyday 
situations relating to spatial and geometric ideas, 
measuring, finding and working with data, and us- 
ing tools such as calculators and computers. 

—New demands should require that obsolete 
material be eliminated. Spending large amounts of 
time in practicing computation with large numbers 
— for example, 72,509 divided by 29.3 — is un- 
productive. 

The mathematics teachers said they cannot solve 
the math crisis alone and challenged parents and 
the general public to join the professional educators 
in attacking the problem. 

“The council is challenging all groups to confront 
this question: If you want today's students to learn 
the mathematics that will be advantageous to them 
os {usure citizens, what are you willing to do?,”’ Hill 
sald. 

“It is becoming more and more difficult to attract 
people into our profession and more and more dif- 
ficult to keep them when it is easy for 
mathematically knowledgeable people to find 
financially attractive jobs. 

“Our recommendations are only a beginning. We 
pledge our organization's resources and energies to 
a concentrated effort. 

“But we cannot solve these problems alone. They 
require cooperation, support and help from 
everyone. Ina sense we are saying to the public and 
its representatives, the ball is not in your court.” 

The agenda for action is based on two years of 
study and analysis of information about school 
math programs. Principal recent sources included 
several National Science Foundation-funded 
studies of classroom practice and a major national 
test given by the National Assessment of Educa-

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District Court Judge Stanley 
Jablonski Thursday Diana Ossinger 
guilty of 44 counts of larceny over 
$100. She was placed on five years 
probation, ordered to pay back the 
stolen funds and ordered to perform 
15 hours of community service a week 


for two years. 
The verdict will be appealed. 


__ (Editor’s Note: Because a continu- 
ing trial is difficult for a weekly 
newspaper to cover, following is a 
complete recap of testimony in the 
Ossigner trial that started last Tues- 
day and adjourned last Friday). 


_ WEST NEWTON — Diana F. Oss- 
inger, accused of stealing more than 
$24,000 worth of Mayor Theodore 
Mann's city payroll checks while ser- 
ving as his personal secretary, 
testified in her own defense last Fri- 
day, saying she ‘‘never” cashed any 
of Mann’s paychecks. 

Testifying for more than an hour, 
under direct questioning by defense 
attorney Terry Segal and under cross 
examination by Assistant Dist. Atty. 
John Lawler, the 40-year-old West 
Newton woman appeared calm as she 
filled in the gaps in an oral resume 
provided by a series of character 
witnesses called by Segal earlier in 
the day. 

Testifying on Ossigner’s behalf 
were officials of the West Suburban 
Red Cross, who said she has done ex- 
tensive work for that organization; 


Margaret Hale, assistant to the 
minister at Second Congregational 
Church in West Newton where Mrs. 
Ossinger is a member; and State Rep. 
A. Joseph DeNucci, who said Oss- 
inger has worked on three of his 
political campaigns. 

Segal said he called the character 
witnesses to demonstrate Mrs. Oss- 
inger’s character is ‘‘completely in- 
consistent with stealing the mayor's 
paychecks.” 

For each of the character witnesses 
called by Segal, Dist. Atty. Lawlor’s 
cross examination was strikingly 
similar, 

“Is it fair to say you've never seen 
(Ossinger) in a check cashing line at 
City Hall,” he asked them. 

The check cashing line Lawler 
referred to is where City Hall 
employees go every Thursday morn- 
ing to'cash or deposit city payroll 
checks in the city credit union. 

It is alleged that Mann habitually 
asked Ossinger to deposit his check, 
but that on 44 occasions over the past 
four years she cashed the checks and 
kept the money. 

During her testimony, Ossinger 
acknowledged she removed staff at- 
tendance records and appointment 
diaries from the mayor's office after 
being fired March 7, which Mann had 
testifed to Wednesday, but said that 
since she kept the records, she con- 
sidered them her personal property. 

She also confirmed earlier 
testimony of Police Det. Sgt. John R. 
Lawrence that she had told police she 


had thrown out quarterly statements 
depicting Mann’s credit union ac- 
count. 

Lawrence quoted Ossinger Wednes- 
day U as saying, ‘I probably put them 
with mine and thew them out with 
mine."”" 

In Friday's testimony, Ossinger 
said that ‘on a couple of occasions I 
might have thrown them out with 
mine.” 

Mayor Mann testified Wednesday 
that it was his credit union statement 
for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 1979, 
that gave him the first indication so- 
meone might be tampering with his 
account. 

Subsequent investigation showed 
intermittent paychecks had disap- 
peared all the way back to 1976, 

Mann said he did not notice the pro- 
blem because he had enough income 
from outside business interests that 
he didn’t need his mayoral paychecks 
to live from week to week. 

Although she “never” cashed 
Mann's paychecks, Ossinger testified 
she did sometimes cash his expense 
checks, travel vouchers and personal 
checks. 

She said she always returned to 
Mann from the teller’s window at the 
city treasurer’s office with the cash in 
a sealed envelope. 

Mann testified Wednesday he 
always put the restrictive endorse- 
ment ‘for deposit only” on his 
paychecks with the intent they be 
placed in his credit union account. 

It is alleged Mrs. Ossinger crossed 


out ‘for deposit only” on 58 of the 
checks and cashed them. 

To this, Ossinger testified: “I never 
altered a check in my life.” 

The defense Friday also presented 
five other witnesses to show Ossinger 
as not at City Hall on several occa- 
sions when the mayor’s paychecks 
were cashed. 

One, Mrs. Ossinger’s son, Donald, 
19’ testified she was out of the office 
taking him to a doctor's appointment 
on July 14, 1977, the date of one of the 
missing checks. 

But under cross examination, DA 
Lawler pointed to earlier evidence 
that on several occasions’ the 
mayor's paychecks were saved from 
week to week and that more than one 
was cashed on 14 occasions. 

Much of the testimony Tuesday and 
Wednesday focused on what happens 
to the paychecks after being 
deposited or cashed at the treasurer's 
office. 

Several witnesses said when tellers 
balance accounts after the check- 
cashing hour, the checks and remain- 
ing cash are transported to a local 
branch of BayBank Middlesex. 

The bank's vice president, James 
Aspell, testified checks are given a 
five-digit number to indicate the 
order in which they are received for 
processing. 

Under questioning by DA Lawler, 
Aspell said paychecks from Ossinger, 
Mann and Citizens Assistance Officer 
Richard Antonellis had been received

Since no one had an inkling that 
Drinan fenson step in, the deadline for 
getting would bow out and Mo 
nomination papers to run against in- 
cumbent Mofenson passed without a 
challenger to his candidacy. 

The switch to a bid for Coggress left 
Rep. Mofenson with two options. He 
could file his nomination papers’ 


withdraw from the race and allow the 


ward committees in his district to 


designate a replacement on the 
Democratic ballot, or he could fail to 
file his nomination papers, create a 
vacancy, and allow anyone in the 
district to seek the nomination. 

He chose the latter option Tuesday. 

That set the stage for six aldermen 
to give serious thought to mounting 
sticker campaigns for the party 
nominations in September. 

They are Democrats Susan Schur’ 
Cynthia Creem, Richard McGrath 
and Paul Daley and Republicans 
Robert Tennant and Robert Katz. 

The 12th Middlesex District curves 
down the western border of Newton 
from Auburndale to Oak Hill, in- 
cluding Newton Lower Falls, Newton 


Highlands 

and Newton Upper Falls. It has one 
arm reaching out to take in West 
Newton Hill and one precinct of 
Newtonville. 

According to Alan Licarie, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Newton Elec- 
tion Commission, the sticker can- 
didates need 150 bona fide votes to be 
nominated, Since only one in each 
party will triumph, after the 150 mark 
the candidate with the highest vote 
total would win. 

It means the voters must learn 
where to place their candidate's 
sticker on the voting machine and 
makes the election a toss-up since no 
one really knows how many votes 
each candidate will get or how many 
will be needed to win. 


DeNucci unopposed 


NEWTON — Incumbent State Rep. 
A. Joseph DeNucci, whose district in- 
cludes the north side of Newton and 
southside wards of Waltham, will run 
unopposed for reelection in 
November.

Innovative 
Newton Corner 
plan unveiled 


NEWTON CORNER — A massive 
construction project that could 
change the face of Newton Corner’s 
business district was unveiled for city 
officials last week and discussed by 
area residents Wednesday night. 

Representatives of the Druker Co. 
of Boston described plans calling for 
the demolition of the Goren-Leeder 
properties and a parking garage at a 
cost of $29-$34 million. 

The Druker plan includes construc- 
tion of more than 300 units of elderly 
and mixed-income housing near the 
intersection of Washington and Cen- 
tre streets. 

The area involved is east of the 
theater on Washington Street going 
around the corner and involving both 
sides of the Centre Street . 

Three of the proposed eight new 
buildings would be ‘‘mid-rise,” 8-10 
stories in height’ one of which would 
be devoted to elderly tenants and a se- 


cond to office space. 

The proposal is still in preliminary 
stages, but as presented last week, 
the parking garage would hold bet- 
ween 350 and 500 vehicles and might 
include one or two underground park- 
ing levels. 

Open space for parks has also been 
worked into preliminary plans. Pur- 
chase cost of the Goren-Leeder 
building is estimated at $1.2 million’ 
and Druker Co. reportedly has an op- 
tion agreement with Goren-Leeder 
Trust. 

Community reaction Wednesday 
was generally favorable to the pro- 
posal. 

Steve Gartrell’ the Newton Plann- 
ing Department's liaison with Newton 
Corner’ said that outright opposition 
came from Goren-Leeder tenants who 
were concerned with relocation plans. 

Gartrell said the developer

White welcomes suit 
over county taxes 


NEWTON—Alderman Mark White 
welcomes Middlesex County's court 
action against Newton city officials to 
obtain §1.9 million in assessments. 

“This suit gives us the opportunity 
to examine county government and 
expose it for what it is, a parasite that 
feeds off the taxpayers of this city,"” 
White said Monday. 

The county hopes to recover the 
amount of the overdue assessments, 
eight percent interest per annum and 
the amount of money the city has 
earned by investing the delinquent 
payments, perhaps an additioal six 
percent, 

Dist. Atty. John Droney has sued 
the Board of Aldetmen, City 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi and Com- 
ptroller Lawrence Marino. The 
district attorney is representing 
County Treasurer Rocco J. Antonelli 
in the name of the county. 

Alderman White, chairman of the 
ad hoc committee on Middlesex Coun- 
ty, said the city withheld the money 
“‘out of a deep frustration that we had 
No say and were not entitled to any in- 
formation about the funds we pay to 
Middlesex County,” 


The city withheld the first assess- 
ment more than a year ago, White 
said, after the committee questioned 
yearly upgrades for commissioners 
assistants, ‘‘non-existent 
ments run by depart- 
ment heads,” tion of services 
provided by state agencies, and 
‘needless positions.” 

County commissioners wouldn't 
answer questions and blamed the 
state legislature, White said. During a 


meeting with the Legislature's Com- 
mittee on Counties, White contends 
aldermen were insulted. According to 
White, Committee Chairman Rep. 
Charles Flaherty said ‘‘if 1 had to 
listen to every political hack that 
came in here, I'd never get any work 
done.” 

After the unsatisfactory meetings, 
the city requested documents the 
county commissioners are obligated 
by law to provide. “These reports are 
to be detailed and specific and are 
supposed to give all communities 
some idea of where their assessment 
is going,” White said. 

White charged the county has not 
provided those reprots to com- 
munities for five years and that the 
reports given to the city after 
repeated requests are incomplete and 
“arush job. 

“The time has come for all com- 
munities to say we have a right to 
know where our money is going. We 
have e right to a fair distribution of 
services and we have a right to expect 
economy in government rather than a 
patronage system s resulting in ex- 
cess jobs," White said. 

“We intend to fight the request for 
the eight percent interest charges and 
especially fight the request for the ex- 
ceas money we have made have made 
by investing the money at a high rate. 

“The legislature passed a law that 
said eight percent interest, and in 
order to charge anymore the 
legislature would have to pass 
another law. The D.A.'s office knows 
this and the request in this complaint 
4s nothing more than harrassment of 
this board,” White charged.

BOSTON (UPI) — A New York 
engineer says a prominent manage- 
ment firm abandoned a joint venture 
bid on the University of 
Massachusetts project with McKee- 
Berger-Mansueto when MBM of- 
ficials said they would have to make 
as much as $150,000 in payoffs to get 
the contract. 

The charge was made by Stanley 
Davis, a former employee of Seelye, 
Stevenson, Value and Knecht and, 
from mid-1970 to mid-1971, MBM. 

Davis told the Special Commission 
Concerning State and County Building 
Contracts Thursday he left MBM 
after a policy disagreement with firm 
officials that included disputes over 
double billings — a practice whereby 
MBM altered time sheets of New 
York personnel to indicate falsely 
that they had worked on the UMass- 
Boston project. 

Davis said that about the time he 
left MBM in early 1971, he became 
aware that former Sen. Joseph C. 
DiCarlo and former Rep. Ralph 
Sirianni, D-Winthrop, were going to 
head a special legislative committee 
investigating MBM’s UMass con- 
tract,.a contract which eventually 
paid the firm $5.5 million. 

He said he came to Boston and met 
with DiCarlo for two or three hours in 
an attic room of the Statehouse 
beneath the historic Golden Dome 
pnd there, the two discussed the con- 

‘act. 

DiCarlo told him, Davis said, ‘he 
was going to seriously investigate 
MBM ... and do his best to overturn 
the contract.”

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Water Dept. 
revenue set 
for increase 


NEWTON—A change from a flat 
fee toa Sliding scale of water rates 
bs preliminary approval Wednes- 

jay. 

The increases proposed by Water 
Commissioner Vernon Porter will 
Generate an additional $650,000 to 
$700,000 receipts for the department. 

Single-family homeowners may not 
See a difference in the bill although 
heavy users will face a 50 percent in- 
crese in the cost of water in excess of 
8,000 cubic feet. 

The Public Facilitis Committee en- 
dorsed the increase Wednesday after 
Modifying Porter’s proposal to main- 
tain the existing rate for the small 
water user, 

Currently the city charges 50 cents 
per 100 cubic feet of water used, 
regardless of the amount of water 
that flows through the meter 

Porter's proposal would keep the 
rate at 50 cents per 100 cubic feet for 
the first 4,000 cubic feet used. The rate 
would increase to 65 cents for the se- 
cond 4,0000 cubic feet then would in- 
crease to 75 cents for consumption in 
excess of 8,000 cubic feet. 

According to Porter, about 75 per- 
cent of consumers in the city require 
no more than 8,000 cubic feet. 

Porter had originally proposed a 
two-step increse, 65 cents per cubic 
100 cubic feet for the first 8,000 cubic 
feet and 75 cents for the addtioan! con- 
sumption. 

Several members of the committee 
argued the fee scheduale should be 
skewed so the large water user paid 
more for the service. 

Aldermean Paul Coletti said the 
schedule approved by the committee 
means the single-fpmily homeowner 
and the owner-gecapant of a two fami- 
ly house who both use about 4,000 
cubic feet in six months will not see an 
increase in the six-month water bill. 

The Water Department will use the 
increase revenue to cover fringe 
benefits and cost of services provided 
by other city departments. The in- 
crease rates will shift the cost of those 
items from the taxpayer to the water 
user, 

Chief Executive Officr James 
Hickey assured the committee the an- 
ticipated increase in revenue will be 
considered by assessors when setting 
next year’s tax rate. The increased 
revenue represents about §2 on the 
tax rate,

He requested the funding at the 
urging of the city’s Health Depart- 
ment so Dr. Charles Spooner could 
determine if there is a danger and 
recommend corrective action. 

Dr. Spooner tested Newton North 
High School last year and recom- 
mended the removal of material con- 
taining asbestos from several sec- 
tions of the building. , 

Aldermen on the committee sug- 
gested Fraser survey city buildings 
himself for damaged insulation on 
pipes and make repairs where 
peconsealy with a non-asbestos cover- 

ig. 
The committee will also request a 
letter from the Health Department 
outlining its concerns. 

Fraser said schools would be a 
priority for the replacement of 
asbestos pipe insulation because that 
is where the coverings are most likely 
to be damaged through vandalism or 
inadvertant abuse. 

He said most of the 61 municipal 
buildings with heating plants may 
contain pipe lagging with asbestos. 
Fraser will return to the committee

BOSTON — Politicians at almost 
every level in Massachusetts are moving 
inexorably towards a showdown with 
their conscience. The litmus paper 
testing most everyone's mettle these 
days is those tough reform recommen- 
dations of the Ward corruption commis- 
sion aimed at putting an end to the kind 


of wrongdoing lately coming to light 
after two years of investigation. No 
question’ the commission is putting a lot 
of sensitive feet to the fire. Specifically it 
is recommending: 1) establishing a 
supercop on political corruption in the 
shape of an Inspector General armed 
with the latest tools of the investigative 
trade; 2) tightening the procedures for 


awarding lucrative construction con- 
tracts in the future; 3) strengthening 
campaign finance laws to discourage 
money-hungry politicians from putting 
the squeeze on these sources of big 
bucks. To make their case, the commis- 
sion is unravelling skeins of corruption 
over the last I5 years. In almost daily 
hearings, testimony from witnesses 
backed by exhibits has told a depressing 
story of wrongdoing rampant on a field 
of good intentions. On Tuesday begins a 
new chapter’ the unabridged story of 


mental patients to community-based 
facilities a program authorized ‘ away 
back in 1965.

There is merit 
here, both in cost and patient benefit. 


Two large ifs are involved, however. One 
is the adequacy of community facilities be- 
ing used and staff capability. The other 
has to do with the chronic care mental pa- 
tients who'simply aren’t able to make an 
adjustment to any kind of quasi-public en- 
vironment. 


It is important these questions be ad- 
dressed. Atkins, King and Backman get 
our support on a study to put the issues in 
perspective. 


More patience 


Real estate and banking interests were 
rubbing hands in anticipation of a 
resurgence of the housing market over the 
past two weeks as the prime rate began its 
descent and mortgage interest fOllowed. 


If you are among the young couples who 
have been waiting patiently for a break in 
the market to realize the home ownership 
dream, the outlook isn’t that great just yet. 
Where encouragement exists is in the 
awareness the high rate express has been 
checked and its direction reversed. 


While larger banks were quick to send 
the mortgage interest rates down, smaller 
institutions out in the suburbs were forced 
to proceed cautiously because of the 
amount of deposits shifted to money 
market certificates. 


Yields of these are slipping, a sign that 
the deposit picture may brighten in the 
months ahead to make mortgage lending 
resources more adequate. For the young 
couple now priced out of the market, at 
adds up to a need for just a bit more pa- 
tience. 
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MBM, the New York construction 
management firm whose illegal ‘‘con- 
tributions” to Massachusetts pols since 
1960 have rocked the Commonwealth and 
triggered the current commissions’ pro- 
bes and recommendations. In June 
comes the tales of Richard Thissen and 
his design firm of Desmond and Lord, if 
indeed, he and other key figures can be 
located and summonsed to testify, in- 
cluding Lt. Gov. Donald Dwight. 

The legislature and the administration 
of Gov. King have thus been handed a 
hot potato — what to do about all this 
corruption. The response has been a 
cacophony of righteous indignatiOn, 
breastbeating about integrity ‘ finger- 
pointing, namecalling and motive- 
questioning, much of it phoney. 


In the mind of many, the action of the 
legislature on the Inspector General bill 
and on the request to extend the life of 
the commission is becoming a measure 
of whether corruption in the Com- 
monwealth is to continue or whether a 
serious and responsible effort to play 
things straight will characterize 
Massachusetts. 

There has even developed among 
some political figures a cavalier attitude 


that, look, this preoccupation with illegal 
cash will blow over, everyone is weary- 
ing of the repetitive tales of bribery and 
payoffs and we can survive if we ob- 
fuscate the issues and ride out the storm. 

Unfortunately these observations are 
being confused with the views of more 
responsible politicians who genuinely 
wonder whether an Inspector General 
will be any more courageous than the At- 
torney General or district attorneys we 
now have. Should the tougher route be 
taken, one hears it asked, of dusting off 
our existing safeguards, banging some 
heads together and either sending 
wrongdoers to jail or voting them out of 
office? 

One of the most colorful advocates of 
this reasoning is Bill Masiello who 
testified last week to every imaginable 
effort over a dozen years to use the 
“system” to his advantage and profit. 
It’s not the system, but the people in the 
system who need change, he now argues. 
Coming from him, it is gaining wider ac- 
ceptance and intensifying the dialogue 
over which way to go — adopt the 
reforms as written, modify them or build 
a fire under the existing apparatus. 

There are also of course those op- 
portunistic tuttutting souls endeavoring 


to posture as white knights at the head of 
the parade of righteousness and ride it 
all into higher office — as well as those 
whose reputations for corruptionfighting 
might by jeopardized if the reforms get 
sidetracked or watered down. 

There is also the customary stone- 
throwing from the sidelines by people in 
glass houses’ some of them in the media. 

The showdown is approaching. The 
dialogue over reform is heating up and 
emerging from a wild rhetoric of past 
weeks to sombre consideration of what 
tools are necessary, what figures are 
trustworthy and how to protect even 
well-meaning dogooders from the poten- 
tial for abuse. 

Meanwhile one hears it increasingly 
said that the potentional disclosures of 
these past nine weeks dealt with actions 
and events of another era, most of which 
are beyond the statutes of limitations. 
What of TODAY'S wrongdoing? — the 
fundraising, the contract-awarding’ the 
wining and dining of decision-makers, 
the Influence of cash, the favors for 
friends, the patronage jobs in govern- 
ment? 

It is too soon to say which side will 
prevail in this impending showdown — 
the black hats or the white hats. 


Vice- presidential chitchat

A recent conversation with three ex- 
perienced political analysts, all of them 
conservative, focused on the question of 
Mr. Reagan’s running mate. Paul 
Weyrich, the bright young president of 
the National Committee for a free Con- 
gress, has a bizarre suggestion, verging 
on quaintness. It is that Mr. Reagan 
should select a conservative Democrat. 


Not only could such a move catalyze 
that geological shift in party affiliation 
which has been overdue ever since 
George Wallace missed the historic op- 
portunity to cross the aisle on the day 
that George McGovern was nominated 
President, Weyrich adds that only if 
Reagan's running mate were perceived 
as more dangerous to liberal Democrats 
than Reagan — only then would a 
Democratic congress and Democratic 
courts behave themselves. The thesis be- 
ing that a disabied Reagan, yielding 
power to a conservative Democratic 
vice president, would bring on the con- 
vulsive end to liberal domination of the 
Democratic Party. All very interesting,

and worth ruminating on: on the other 
hand, it’s not going to happen. 

J. Daniel Mahoney founded the Con- 
servative Party of New York 20 years 
ago, which in any election reasonably 
close has, with New York's massive 41 
electoral votes, the balance of power. 
The Conservative Party of New York in- 
tends to back Ronald Reagan even if he 
chooses Bella Abzug as his running 
mate: a prudent decision, in my view, 
since angelism is not the proper pursuit 
of political parties. 


On the other hand there is yet another 
political party in New York, the Pro-life 
party, and it is a single-issue party. This 
is not the time to discuss the question of 
single-issue voting (I tend to oppose it); 
but time to acknowledge that just as in 
the past some people voted with ex- 
clusive reference to how a presidential 
contender--stood on the abolition of 
slavery, or the prohibition of alcohol, or 
on full civil rights for blacks, some en- 
tirely honorable people are standing by 
to vote with primary reference to how a 
political contender stands on the issue of 
abortion. Mrs. McCormack, it is suppos- 
ed, would stand still for George Bush as 


vice presidential candidate. But not for 
Howard Baker. What is the difference in 
their positions on abortion? 

Howard Baker personally opposes 
abortion (Mahoney points out that 
everyone running for president per- 
sonally opposes abortion). On the other 
hand, Senator Baker has voted every 
time to make federal funds available for 
abortions, i.e., in opposition to the Hyde 
Amendment. And he opposes a Constitu- 
tional amendment banning abortion. 


George Bush also opposes a Constitu- 
tional amendment banning abortion. 
However, a single word, casting the 
sentence into the subjunctive mood, 
leaves Mrs. McCormack dissatisfied. 
What George Bush said on the subject of 
consitituional amendments was, “I think 
issues of this nature ought to be decided 
by the people closer to home, rather than 
the federal government; therefore, I 
could support a constitutional amend- 
ment to give the states authority to 
regulate abortions within these boun- 
daries.” Could support. Would sup- 
port? It is likely that in the very near 
future Mr. Bush will be asked to coax the 
word from conditional to declarative. If 


he’s reluctant to do this, he might simply 
say that the president's position on the 
matter would bind the vice president's. 
To satisfy Mrs. McCormack is not a 
frivolous political ambition. A projection 
based on her vote running for lieutenant- 
governor in 1978 (130,000 votes) means 
that Mrs. McCormack might tip the elec- 
tion in New York. 

How much emphasis should Reagan put 
on the conciliatory gesture? The season- 
ed political pro Patrick buchanan 
agreed that such a gesture was impor- 
tant provided it didn’t go so far as 
alienate conservatives. George Bush 
would appear to be the logical choice 
here: after all, he was the runner-up in 
the campaign. Another man who would 
qualify as validating the ecumenical 
spirit is Gerald Ford. Would he accept? 
The conventional wisdom is: No. My 
own feeling is: yes, he would accept. The 
panelists agreed that if the convention 
were left entirely to its own devices, it 
would very likely come up with — 
Richard Lugar, senator from Indiana, 
Rhodes scholar, rhetorical moderate, 
conservative practitioner; well-liked, 
well-respected, unconditionally opposed 
to abortion. Worth thinking about. 


Defense spending hike challenged

WASHINGTON, D.C. — House-Senate conferees 
have approved the 1981 budget — the first balanced 
budget in 12 years. However, this compromise 
budget may run into serious trouble on the house 
floor this week because of the conferees’ decision to 
give in to Senate demands for massive defense 
spending increases, 

The earlier House-passed budget frugal enough in 
the area of social services, but the Senate version 
called for even more sacrifice on the part of the 
poor’ the elderly, and working people. The budget 
proposal which will come before the House this 
week contains an incredible $153.7 billion for the . 
Pentagon, which represents an $18 billion increase 
over current funding. 

This increase in defense spending was funded 
through further cuts in fuel assistance subsidies, 
food job programs, education, and subsidized hous- 
ing for needy stamps’ Americans. 

Many members of the House will be planning 
together this week to stop this budget, and to work 
instead for a balanced budget that will spread the 
burden more equitably throughout our society. 

Age Discrimination 

Congressman Claude Pepper (D-Fla.) and I will 
jointly introduce a resolution this coming week call- 
ing upon the American Bar Association and the 
Department of Justice to abandon the indefensible 
policy of age discrimination in the selection of 


federal judges. 

As it now stands people over 60 are systematical- 
ly passed over for federal judgeships. This policy 
continues despite the fact that Supreme Court 
Justice Holmes was appointed at age 60 and served 
with distinction until age 91. Justice Black served 
until 83, Justice Harlan until 72, and Justice 
Douglas until age 77. 

In the recent past there have been several ap- 
parent victims of this discriminatory policy, in- 
cluding Archibald Cox, a candidate for a seat on the 
U.S. Courts of Appeals. Professor Cox, who I am 
pleased to say is a constituent of mine, was cited as 
the first choice for this appointment. Both the 
Boston Globe and the New York Times repeatedly 
cited age as the reason Professor Cox was passed 
over. 

Congressman Pepper and I hope that our resolu- 
tion, to be offered as an amendment to the Depart- 
ment of Justice Authorization for fiscal 1981, will 
force the ABA and the Justice Department to aban- 
don this outdated and discriminatory policy. 

Terrorism 

I recently joined in a congressional effort to stop 
the Carter Administration's apparent decision to 
sell $11.2 million worth of gas turbine engines to 
power four modern missile-carrying ships being 
built in Italy for the Iraq navy. 

Iraq has repeatedly been identified as a sup- 
porter of international terrorism. Only last month 


the Iraqi-backed faction of the PLO attacked a 
children's nursery in Israel, where three civilians 
were killed and 16 wounded. 

Ina letter to President Carter, | and a number of 
other members of Congress have asked that the 
sale of these engines be blocked, in accordance with 
provisions of the Export Administration Act. 

The issue at stake is whether or not the United 
States will maintain a consistent posture of oppos- 
ing international terrorism. We cannot afford to ac- 
quiesce to Iraq's support for international ter- 
rorism by allowing the sale of equipment intended 
directly for military purposes.

Oil price gains defy market glut

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — When the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries holds its bi-annual summit in 
Algiers on June 9, there will be much 
solemn talk about the urgent need to 
“reunify” prices, as if this were a cure- 
all for the world's oil market chaos. _ 

Actually, there is no reason to believe 
a reunification of OPEC prices would 
provide any lasting stability for the 
rough-and-tumble international oil 
market. Even if it did, it would hit con- 
sumers. 

This assessment emerged from inter- 
views with two leading oil economists, 
Dr. Robert Mabro of Oxford University 
and Dr. Marwan Iskandar, director of 
the Beirut-based Middle East Eccnomic 
Consultants. 

Ever since the revolution in Iran caus- 
ed the withdrawal of 5 million barrels 
per day of Iranian production from the 


market and sent OPEC prices sky- 
rocketing, the 13-nation carte) has 
drifted away from its single price 
system, opting instead for an every- 
country-for-itself arrangement. 

Today OPEC prices vary widely from 
a low of $28 per barrel for Saudi light toa 
high of $38.21 for top-grade Algerian 
crude. But things could be worse if 
OPEC moderates, led by Saudi Arabia, 
compromised on prices with the radicals 
led by Algeria. 

“Just do the arithmetic,’’ said Mabro. 
“When OPEC prices were unified, the 
differential between Saudi Arabia and 
Algeria — taking into consideration 
quality and shipping costs — was $3 per 
barrel. Now it's §10 and the Algerians 
see no reason to come down for the sake 
of unity. 

“Even if the Algerians dropped prices 
by $1, consumers would save only §1 
million daily since Algeria produces only 
1 million barrels per day.” 

But since it is the Saudis who appear 


most anxious to have their oi! restored 
as OPEC's unified market price, they 
are going to have to do the real com- 
promising, Mabro noted. 

“Keeping in mind that the differential 
between Saudi and Algerian prices 
should be $3 per barrel,” he said, ‘the 
Saudis would have to come up to $34. 
That's an increase of $6 per barrel on 9.5 
million barrels per day, or an extra $57 
million daily in oil payments.” 

At such cost, the world can ill afford 
OPEC price unity. In Algiers, said 
Iskandar, the Saudis probably will offer 
a less attractive compromise: an in- 
crease of $3 per barrel and a cut in pro- 
duction, but even they are not optimistic 
this will be enough to entice the price 
hawks to hold down their rates. 

“The only OPEC countries really in- 
terested in price unity today are those 

who have chosen for political reasons to 
keep prices down,” said Mabro. 

The Saudis, Iraqis and lower Gulf 
states know they could get more for their 


oil in the present market but have 
Shoe to price their crude at levels that, 
will not seriously disrupt developing and 
industrialized economies. at 


“But it is embarrassing for the Saudis 
to have a spread of $10 between 
themselves and the Algerians when it 
should only be $3,” said Mabro. 


_ It was largely to escape the accusation 
that they were giving the oil companies a 
bargain that the Saudis recently upped 
their rates $2 per barrel, Iskandar said, 


Although the Saudis described the in- 
crease as “‘a step toward reunification of 
OPEC prices," their action only en- 
Couraged the other OPEC producers to 
leapfrog ahead $2 as well. 


The Saudi strategy failed to narrow 
OPEC's price gap, the analysts said, 
because it was based on the mistaken 
premise that OPEC rates were near 
their ceiling,

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Cohen bill aids 
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Office for Children 


BOSTON = State Rep. Dayid B 
Cohen (D-Newton) is co-sponsoring a 
late-filed bill designed to strengthen 
the local councils for children and the 
Office for Children (OFC), 

The bill proposes to strengthen the 
ability of OFC to ensure that in- 
dividual children will not fall between 
the bureaucratic cracks. It also 
strengthens the role of councils by in- 
creasing representation to the 
Statewide Advisory Council (SAC) 
and provides for a local council role in 
reviewing proposals for services to 
children. 

In addition, the new legislation 
allows for the advice and consent of 
the SAC on the appointment of the 
Director of OFC. 

Members of children’s councils 
across the state are working jointly 


with key members of the legislature 
to persuade Governor Edward J. King 
that this bill which involves no addi- 
tional costs to taxpayers, will 
significantly improve the quality of 
services to children and is in line with 
the often stated priority of the gover- 
nor of improving children’s services 
to help needy children and their 
families. 

“Tt is imperative that the spirit of 
the ‘Year of the Child’ be carried into 
the decade of the eighties,’ Cohen 
said. “This is all the more essential in 
a time of economic uncertainty, when 
pressure upon family stability is 
great. All too often the victim of 
familial discord is the child. This 
measure will ensure that a strong 
agency will be there to help children 
inneed.””

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Volcano costing 
ports millions 


PORTLAND, Ore. 
(UPI) — The ports of 
Portland and nearby 
Vancouver, Wash., are 
losing $5 million a day 


because of volcanic 
debris clogging the Col- 
umbia River. 


The river is the main 
shipping channel for 
ports in northern 
Oregon and southwest 
Washington relying on 
trade to and from the 
Pacific. 


The monetary figure 
is an estimate, but it 
reflects the economic 
impact of the loss on the 
two ports. The amount 
does not include losses 
incurred by loaded 
vessels stuck in port 
because of mud from 
Mount St. Helens’ erup- 
tions that has silted and 
shallowed the naviga- 
tional draft in the Col- 
umbia. 

It also does not in- 
clude the loss to ships 
anchored in Astoria at 
the mouth of the Colum- 
bia waiting to go 
upriver. Every day 
those ships are idle, the 
operational costs in- 
crease from $15,000 to 
$18,000, depending on 
the size of the ship. 


Port of Portland of- 
ficials estimate the 
port’s daily loss at about 
#4 million, and they are 
grumbling that the Port 
of Seattle is playing 
“dirty pool” in the conti- 
nuing battle between the 
two cities over foreign 
trade. ’ 

One Port of Portland 
officer claims that Seat- 
tle port officials had 
spread the word in ship- 
ping circles in New 


York that the the erup- 
tions from Mount St. 
Helens have closed the 
Columbia for at least 
two years. 

Seattle is getting con- 
siderable business with 
diversion of traffic 
bound to Columbia 
River ports. 

Columbia River ports 
have united in efforts to 
keep cargo from going 
to Puget Sound, relying 
on dredges being used 
by the Army Corps of 
Engineers to keep a 
shipping lane open in 
the debris-clogged 
river. 

The port of Longview, 
which stood to gain the 
most, has not done 
much more business, 
according to marketing 
manager Denny Pease. 
He indicated many ship- 
pers were fearful more 
silt and debris would 
pour into the Columbia 
and ships were shying 
away from entering the 
river. 

Port Longview is get- 
ting ready to open its 
new $3 million container 
handling system, and 
that. could: help reduce 
the backlog of vessels. 

Dredges of the Army 
Corps of Engineers have 
removed nearly>300,000 
cubic yards of debris 
from the Columbia 
channel below the 
mouth of the Cowlitz 
River, which feeds into 
the Columbia and has 
carried most of the 
volcanic debris into the 
big river. 

As much as 15 million 
cubic yards of mud and 
silt have poured into the 
Columbia during the 
past week, 


Helicopters spray worm 


PRESQUE _ ISLE, 
Maine (UPI) = 
Helicopters doused 
slightly more than 
17,000 acres of spruce 
budworm-infested 
timberland with the 
biological pesticide Bt 
over the weekend 
without encountering 
violence threatened by 
anti-spray activists, of- 
ficials said Monday. 

About 9,500 acres of 
Maine woodlands in 
southern Aroostook and 
northeastern 
Washington _ counties 
were sprayed Monday, 
said Conservation 
Department spokesman 
Jean Parkin. 

Another 7,600 acres of 
timberland owned by 
Georgia-Pacific Corp. 
near Clifford Lake were 
sprayed Saturday and 
Sunday, she said. 

Officials reported no 
interference from spray 
opponents, who earlier 
had threatened to shoot 
the whirlybirds from the 
sky.

University of Maine 
researchers have con- 
cluded that the active 
ingredient in Sevin — 
carbary] — may pro- 
mote or enhance human 
viruses. 

Forest Service  of- 
ficials have been tight- 
lipped about when and 
where Sevin will be 
sprayed, fearing spray 
opponents may make 
good their threats of 
violence. 

Spraying with Sevin is 
scheduled to begin early 
next week, but if the 
weather warms up 
unexpectedly it could 
begin sooner. Ms. 
Parkin said warmer 
weather would speed 
the budworm’s develop- 
ment, and spraying 
would have to begin 
sooner to catch the 
voracious insect at its 
most vulnerable stage.

DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) — Au- 
diences of 650 radio stations in 16 
Midwest and Southwest states in- 
variably have heard the strident 
Texas accent, backed by a fife and 
drum, decrying the liberals in 
Washington. 

“I'd trade the whole bunch of 
liberals in Congress for some straight 
shooters who haven’t lost all their 
marbles,” rants Harrell Edmund 
“Mad Eddie” Chiles of Fort Worth, 
Texas, lately the media champion of 
the nation’s arch-conservatives. 

Chiles got the nickname ‘‘Mad Ed- 
die” from his radio spots, which begin 
with the announcer asking, ‘‘Are you 
mad today, Eddie?” Chiles responds, 
“Yeah, I'm mad,” and proceeds to 
deride liberals in government. 

On this pleasant Saturday evening, 
however, Mad Eddie’s powder blue 
eyes twinkle with delight, his smile is 
contagious and his demeanor appears 
more bark than bite. 

“I'm not like that at all,” he tells an 
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interviewer, This is an advertising 
gimmick. We stole it from the movie 
‘Network.’” 

This day, his thoughts are on 
something other than politics. Chiles, 
who recently became the major 
stockholder in the Texas Rangers 
baseball team, is celebrating the 
owners’ apparent victory in negotia- 
tions with the players, who called off a 
threatened strike at the last minute. 

“I’m well pleased to be playing 
baseball,” he said. “We've not done 
as well as we should have but I predict 
we will win our division this year.” 

The affable, ruggedly handsome 70- 
year-old is one of hundreds of Texans 
who have carved personal fortunes 
out of the state’s oil business. A close 
and longtime friend of Texas’ 
outspoken Republican governor, Bill 
Clements, Chiles has in the past four 
years forsaken the relative anonymi- 


_ ty his wealth could allow him. 


Instead, he began a media crusade 
against a government he sees 
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discouraging the type of rags-to- 
riches opportunities he parlayed into 
the Western Co., an oil well service 
business with revenues of $275 million 
ayear. 

“Basically, my message is about 
the free enterprise system and what's 
damaging it,” he says. ‘This is done 
in order to wake people up and get 
Middle America out to vote. Less than 
half of the eligible people vote. I 
believe a majority of the American 
people are interested in the good of 
the nation.” 

Chiles visited Midwest corn country 
to support Rep. Charles Grassley, R- 
Towa, in his effort to win the June 3 
Republican primary and go on to 
unseat Sen. John Culver, D-Iowa, in 
November. 

“I’ve never done anything like 
this,” Chiles says, admitting he knew 
little of Grassley other than his 94 per- 
cent favorable voting record on issues 
deemed important to the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. Culver, a col-

lege roommate of Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy, registered a 20 percent rating. 

In fact, Chiles insists, ‘I’m not an 
ultraconservative.”’ 

“] believe in a lot of controls and I 
damn sure believe in a lot of our 
welfare programs, We've got to take 
care of the sick and indigent and we 
can’t let people starve to death,” he 
said. 

“But I damn sure don’t like to see 
healthy, able-bodied people turn down 
work to stay on welfare.” 

Critics of Chiles point out he is not 
above accepting federal aid — $108 
million in federal loan guarantees to 
build offshore oil rigs — and his $1 
million-a-year radio spots make a 
handsome tax write-off.

Red hot Brewers in town

It may well be that the events of this 
weekend could conceivably make peo- 
ple forget the Carnage of September, 
1978, when the Yankees laid waste to 
the Red Sox on Boston's own bat- 
tlefield. 

The Milwaukee Brewers will need 
everything going for them — hot 
weather, even hotter bats, the wind 
blowing out, and presumably a few 
meatballs from the mound — to ap- 
proach the 42-9 margin the Yankees 
achieved in hauling themselves back 
into a pennant race. Only Bunker Hill 
was a more bloody confrontation in 
the 350-year history of the Hub. 

On the other hand, the Brewers 
won't have to outscore the Sox by 
eight runs per game to chalk up vic- 
tories. One-run margins would be 
quite enough, but the way the 
Brewers are smashing the ball 
around, Boston's bats better perk up 
in a hurry. Otherwise, Milwaukee is 
likely to beat the point spread in all 
three games. 

The Brewers, in case you haven't 
noticed, have taken over Boston's 
position as the best-hitting lineup in 
baseball. As a team, they are leading 
or near the top of the major leagues in 
most batting categories. As in- 
dividuals, they seem to have at least 
three guys in the Top Ten in virtually 
every offensive department. If it isn't 
Ben Oglivie leading in home runs and 
slugging percentage, it’s Robin Yount 
outpacing everybody in runs and total 
bases. And if it isn't Paul Molitor

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challenging for leadership in batting 
average, runs, and on-base percen- 
tage, it's Cecil Copper near the top of 
the list in average and RBI's. 

And, lest you've forgotten, Messrs. 
Oglivie and Cooper used to ply their 
trades for the Red Sox. 

For more bad news, be advised that 
while the Brewers have scored the 
most runs in either league, Boston's 
staff has surrendered the most. 
Sounds encouraging, doesn’t it? 

And just in case you thought the Sox 
staff has exhibited marked improve- 
ment recently — which it has — be ad- 
vised that Milwaukee has won six ina 
Tow and surrendered all of four runs 
in the process. 

But it’s the Milwaukee offense that 
could make this a three-day shoot for 
“The Guns of Navaronne I."’ While 
on one hand, they have the aforemen- 
tioned four guys all hitting well over 
-300, they also have two others — Sixto 
Lezcano and Gorman Thomas — who 
are both hitting just a shade above 
.200, but have still managed to drive 
in more runs than everybody on the 
Red Sox save for Tony Perez. 

So how does one stop this collective 
batting machine? 

When Carlton Fisk was faced with 
that query, his first response was a 
low, gutteral cackle bordering on ex- 
treme nervousness. ‘‘They say good 
pitching will stop good hitting most 
times, but with those guys...

The documents to be transfered to 
the homestead are dead-filed and in- 
accessible to the public Pollack said, 
and cannot be handled without being 
destroyed.
